Big Crew, Under Direction Wm. 
Conway, Preparing for Open- 
ing at Garden March 29 


New York, March 24.—At 9:30 Sun- 
day night the first of the herd of forty 
bulls of the Ringling-Barnum Shows 
entered Madison Square Garden, close- 
ly followed by eighteen camels and 


three zebras It was the earliest ar- 
rival since the combining of the two 
shows, The train left Bridgeport, 
Conn., at 2:00 o'clock in the afternoon, 
arrived at Mott Haven at 6:30, and un- 
loaded immediately. Then began the 
long “walk” to the Garden, the last

New York, March 24.—An average of 
more than two million dollars daily 
was paid during the year 1923 by the 
public as admissions to the theaters 
of this country, according to latest 
compilations of the Department of In- 
ternal Revenue. In the twelve months’ 
period ending January 1, 1924, the 
nation poured a trifle more than 
$756,000,000 into the box-offices of the 
playhouses thruout the United States, 
setting a record. 

It represents an increase of $55,000,000 
over the previous year (1922), when 
$675,000,000, an amount at that time 
unprecedented in the history of the 
theatrical business, was recorded as 
having been spent on theatergoing. 

The boom during the past year was 
not of a spasmodic or intermittent na-

ture, rising to unusual heights during 
any particular season of the year, but 
maintained a high level thruout the 
twelve months, not falling below the 
mark made the previous year during 
any month. Only in February did it 
touch the level of the former year, 
$59,000,000 having been paid into thea- 
ters both in 1923 and in 1922. 

The largest monthly increase over 
the previous year was shown in Oc- 
tober. Seventy millions were spent 
during this month in 1923, and only 
$54,000,000 in 1922. The next best in- 
crease was in the month of November, 
when $68,000.000 came into box-offices 
of theaters as against only $55,000,000 
the same month of the previous year. 
In the spring months of April and May,

SOME FUN OVER EQUITY SHOP 


They Know They Are Going To Decorate the 
Dotted Line, Says Former Prominent Chicago 
Theatrical Producer in Giving His View- 
point on Equity Matters 


Chicago, March 20.—“The members 
of the Producing Managers’ Associa- 
tion object to the Equity Shop because 
they think it will be bad for art. These 
kindly souls, attuned to the higher 
things, are hurt when they think of 
an amalgamation between acting and 
the American Federation of Labor. It 
is simply uuthinkable to them. Per- 
sonally, I don’t just get their slant. If 
actors, backed by the labor federa- 
tion, are a bad thing, then the P. M. A. 
has had a bad thing for the past four 
years, because all of its casts have 
had Equity members and most of its 
casts were solidly Equity. The Equity 
Shop can’t mean 
worst—anything more or less than 
solidly Equity casts, just like they have 
been hiring for the past four years.” 

The above was the observation of a 
former theatrical producer whose name 
meant a lot to Chicago actors when 
this was a producing center some years 
ago. He knows all of the members of 
the P. M. A., except some of the newer 
recruits to production on Broadway.

He didn’t like the Equity idea when it 
sprang into vitalized life in the Mid- 
west, and said so in vivid English. 
He said his word had always been good, 
that hardly any of his actors ever had 
a contract, and that he had been square 
with them, all of which was true to 
the letter. He had been a “square 
shooter” all along the line. He said 
Equity would kill Chicago production. 
Something did kill Chicago production, 
altho it was wobbling on half a leg 
before Equity cut any figure. The 
writer of this article would give a half- 
week's salary to publish this man’s 
name—close as times are—but he is 
not permitted to do so. Most Chicago 
showmen will guess who it is anyway. 


“Equity has made so many mis- 
takes that it is entitled to be called a 
real human institution,” remarked this 
same‘man.

Chicago, March 21.—Mrs. Rockefeller MeCor- 
mick, one of the leaders in the Chicago Civic 
Theater Association, believes it possible to con- 
summate plans for such a theater by October. 
At the annual luncheon of the Drama League 
of Chicago yesterday. in the Gold Room of 
the Congress Hotel, Mrs. MeCormick and Otis 
Skinner both spoke on the subject.

OFF-STAGE PIANO OUT 


Musicians’ Union Objects and Phono- 
graph Is Now Used by “Abie’s

The use of a piano off stage in one of the

W. C. Meek, house manager of the Cox Thea- 
ter, in discussing the situation, stated that he 
had been willing to employ ten musicians as the 
union wished, altho the services of only three 
were required. He also said that a contract of 
fifteen weeks at better than the union scale was 
offered to the musicians but they insisted that 
the contract cover next season also.

Meek said, the management considered unfair 
and consequently refused to ratify. In spite of 
the fact that the music has been interfered with 
the house continues to be sold out at every per- 
formance and there is every indication of a 
record run for Cincinnati, Mr. Meek stated.

MORE NAMES LISTED 


In Blue Law Enforcement Campaign 
in Jersey—Theaters Again Open 
on Sunday 


Jersey City, N. J.. March 24.—Acting on or- 
ders of the Hudson County grand jury, which is 
investigating violations in this county of the 
archaic blue laws of 1798, the police chiefs of 
all municipalities yesterday listed fifteen trou- 
sand names of persons who are regarded as law- 
breakers. Two weeks ago yesterday police listed 
ten thousand infractions of blue laws and turned 
the names and addresses over to the grand jury, 
which has not made any decision except the 
handing up of a presentment in which it was 
declared further investigation would be neces- 
sary before indictments could be found. 

The theaters cf Jersey City and other Hudson 
County towns were open again yesterday and 
record of the fact was made. It is said that 
two violations of the blue laws render the of- 
fender subject to being closed up or put out of 
business as a disorderly house, and that the 
grand jury's request for a second list of vio- 
lators is wanted to justify the return of indict- 
ments, 

The grand jury, however, has made it plain 
that separate indictments will not be returned, 
but that a single indictment covering all the 
violations recorded will be the only action that 
body will take, this in order to avoid possibility 
of discrimination. The theater owners, thru 
their attorneys, have quietly reminded the jurors 
from time to time, as has Justice Minturn, who 
first delivered the Sunday law enforcement 
charge, that all violators must be included if 
arrests and fines are to be made. 

If no action is taken by the present grand 
Jury by April 1, a new grand jury, taking up 
the duties on that date, will be charged with 
the eumbersome task.

@pproach the quality of the American films. 

‘Due to personal financial troubles, Honorable 
Gcott-Felis has not pushed his bill much lately, 
altho at the time Mr. Woodle set out from 
America he was creating quite a stir with it. 


New York, March 22.—At the Will Hays 
office it was stated that Bernon Woodle had 
been sent to Australia on a mission to survey 
the country’s motion picture industry and the 
public’s requirements. In the absence of Will 
Hays his secretary, Courtland Smith, issued 
this statement to The Billboard. He had

“The Thief of Bagdad” tells at great length 
of the adventures of an audacious pickpocket 
and second-story man whose uioctto was, “I take 
what I want.’’ Entering the palace of the Caliph 
by means of a magic rope, he forgets his thiev- 
ing intentions when he catches a glimpse of the 
sleeping Princess. He lays plans to steal ber 
away, and by a bold stroke is admitted to the 
palace as a royal Prince, come to sue for the 
hand of the Caliph’s daughter, in company with 
three other suitors, Princes of Asiatic domains.

With the aid of these things 
they discover the Princess dying, fly to her side 
and bring her back. In the meantime the thief,

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BOSTON THEATERS WIN FIGHT 
OVER NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING 


Boston, March 22.—After holding their ads 
out of The Boston American from Monday to 
Thursday, local theaters won a complete victory 
this week in their advertising fight with the 
Hearst paper. The American, an evening paper, 
insisted that the theaters give it the maximum 
amount of copy given the papers with a Sunday 
edition, otherwise the rate would be raised from 
sixty cents a line to seventy-five cents a line. 
While the managers did not object so much to 
giving The American the same amount of copy 
as the other papers received, they did not want 
to establish a precedent, nor did they like the 
idea of being dictated to in this manner. So at 
a meeting last week it was decided not to ad- 
vertise ip any paper that had an arbitrary rate, 
and on Monday The American carried no theater 
ads except those of the Park Theater, where 
Cosmopolitan’s *‘Great White Way" is showing, 
and two allied picture houses. This meant a loss 
of about $450 a day to the paper, and when it 
was evident that the theater managers were In 
earnest, The American backed down on their 
demands and agreed to allow the theaters to 
use any amount of copy desired at the regular 
rate of sixty cents a line. 

Amusements are charged the highest rate of 
any advertising carried in local papers, and 
there are eight of them—a much greater num- 
ber than is found in any city of similar size~ 
in which theaters are obliged to be represented. 
If each one were to insist on a maximum amount 
of copy, the theaters would eventually be bled 
to death. The fact of the matter is that the 
amusement houses could drop two morning pa- 
pers and two evening papers without suffering 
any noticeable loss in their patronage. 

The victory of the theater managers over The 
American will serve as a warning to the other 
local papers, Another daily bas been under od- 
visement by the amusement men for elimination 
from their advertising budget, but it is under- 
stood that the publishers have reconsidered their 
“bold-op"’ demands. The Globe, with a morning

MORE NAMES LISTED 


In Blue Law Enforcement Campaign 
in Jersey—Theaters Again Open 
on Sunday 


Jersey City, N. J., March 24.—Acting on or- 
ders of the Hudson County grand jury, which is 
investigating violations in this county of the 
archaic blue laws of 179%, the police chiefs of 
all municipalities yesterday listed fifteen trou- 
sand names of persons who are regarded as law- 
breakers, Two weeks ago yesterday police listed 
ten thousand infractions of blue laws and turned 
the names and addresses over to the grand jury, 
which has not made any decision except the 
handing up of a presentment in which it was 
declared further Investigation would be neces- 
sary before indictments could be found. 

The theaters of Jersey City and other Hudson 
County towns were open again yesterday and 
record of the fact was made. It is said that 
two violations of the blue laws render the of- 
fender subject to being closed up or put out cf 
business as a disorderly house, and that the 
grand jury’s request for a second List of vio- 
lators is wanted to justify the return of indict- 
ments. 

The grand jury, however, 
that separate indictments will not be returned, 
but that a single indictment covering all the 
violations recorded will be the only action that 
body will take, this in order to avoid possibility 
of discrimination. The theater owners, thru 
their attorneys, have quietly reminded the jurors 
from time to time, as has Justice Minturn, who 
first delivered the Sunday law enforcement 
charge, that all violators must be included if 
arrests and ‘ines are to be made. 

If no action is taken by the present grand 
jury by April 1, a new grand jury, taking up 
the duties on that date, will be charged with 
the cumbersome task.

FRANCILL PERFORMS 
WONDERS WITH RADIO 


St. Louis, March 22.—Radio at last has in- 
vaded vaudeville. Under the direction of Maurice 
Francill it assumes a rele of wonderment far 
greater than the radiophone. Billed as ‘The 
Radio Wizard’’, Mr. Francill more than lives up 
to his title, for his mastery of radio is uncanny 
to say the least. From a small sending or 
“broadcasting station’ at one side of the stage 
a nine-foot battleship is operated without con- 
nections of any nature. The ship acting as if 
it were being operated by an unseen hand, is 
caused to manuever in any direction. Cannons 
are fired, flags raised, bells rung, horns sounded, 
lights flashed, radio music provided from the 
ship, and a dozen other operations are performed 
like a real battleship with a full crew. Wizard 
Francill proves his masterful control of radio 
by causing the ship to perform any operation 
suggested by anyone. He then carries his wiz- 
ardry of science farther and transmits pictures 
by radio, fries eggs on a large cake of ice, rings 
bells by a beam of light, and other brain teasers. 

While playing St. Joseph, Mo., recently, Mr. 
Francill operated his radio-controlled battleship 
from an airplane above the city, piloted by 
Edward Tracy, owner of the St. Joseph Ball 
Club, while newspaper men looked on. Francill 
endeavored to do the same thing while playing 
the Columbia Theater, St. Louis, for the week 
of March 9, but no arrangements could be made 
to get an airplane. Mr. Francijll is the in- 
ventor of many radio devices and one of the few 
American inventors to receive the personal as- 
sistance of Woodrow Wilson with inventions 
during the World War. He is the official enter- 
tainer also for the New York and Chicago Radio 
Shows, 

Mr. Francill carries more than a ton of elab- 
orate radio apparatus, consisting of boats, au- 
tomobiles and various other devices. He plans 
to add a radio-controlled balloon shortly to his 
present exhibit. The balloon will be started 
from the stage, made to sail over the audience, 
dip, dive and drop miniature parachutes, after 
which it will return to the stage. He planned 
to exhibit it at the Chicago Radio Show in the 
Coliseum last November, but the fire depart- 
ment would not permit bydrogen gas in the bal- 
loon bag. Since then arrangements have been 
made to use helium gas in order to permit exhi- 
bition. Because of the popular interest in ra- 
dio, the attraction is proving a drawing card, 
and securing unusual publicit Mr. Francill 
opens on the Keith Western T in Lexington, 
Ky., week of March 24. 


BOSTON MAYOR WARNS 
AGAINST LEWD SHOWS 


Boston, March 24.—Mayor Curley summoned 
managers of all classes of amusement houses to 
the City Hall this morning and, after submit- 
ting a number of complaints against the in- 
creasing laxity in moral standards of entertain- 
ment, especially In so-called ‘‘high-class’* houses, 
threatened to close any house hereafter caught 
in violations of any kind. 

Nudeness, vulgarity, profanity and sugges- 
tiveness In lines and situations were scored as 
unessential to the success of plays or acts, re- 
pulsive to the big majority of the public, and 
consequently bad business policy. 

“Nudity,"’ the Mayor said, “may pass as art 
in inanimate bodies, but nudity in animation is 
not art.”” 

The Mayor said that the Shubert houses were 
the chief offenders, but many of the lowest type 
places also were reported as extremely lax. The 
outcome of the meeting undoubtedly will serve 
as a warning to those shows that have been go- 
ing the limit on the first night and later rein- 
stating many features ordered out by the cen- 
sors. 


FIGHT FILMS BANNED IN OHIO 


Columbus, O., March 22.—Director of Educa- 
tion Vernon M.- Riegel, general head of the 
Censorship Department, has ordered the Demp- 
sey-Firpo fight pictures barred from the State 
Mr. Riegel gave as his reason the recent dis 
closures before the United States Senate Com 
mittee, where it was alleged that the pro- 
ducers and backers of the films had conspire: 
with the Department of Justice to sidestep th: 
law. In view of the charges of conspiracy 
the exhibition of this type of picture i- 
“harmful, Mr. Riegel stated. The Ohio law 
had not forbidden the exhibition of the pictures 
altho there is a federal law against it. 


ROBBERY SUSPECT NABBED 


New York, March 24.—Several bandits posing 
as expressmen bound and gagged the watchman 
and porter of the Franklin Theater, in the 
Bronx, early today. A patrolman who was 
notified of the robbery by a third employee who 
escaped unseen captured John LaRocco, who 
was later arraigned in Morrisiana court on a 
charge of burglary. In the alley near the 
theater were found an electric drill, half a 
stick of dynamite, fulminating cartridges and 
severa) jimmies.

IS LIKELY TO BE LIFTED 

(Continued from page 6) 
time was not right, neither were the four 
nations represented competent to form one. The 
Frenchmen tabled a resolution that the inter- 
national be formed at once, but the Britishers 
succeeded in their point and the resolution was 
reduced to one affirming the principle of the 
desirability of an international. The French 
delegates had at the back of their mind that 
the Britishers were pro-German in view of their 
recent visit to Berlin. 

The situation was at times intensely heated, 
with the Britishers insisting that conditions 
had considerably altered during the last twelve 
months and revision or at least fresh con- 
sideration of present-day facts must be re- 
viewed. Despite this the conference wanted to 
discuss a resolution relative to an international, 
with Italy violently objecting to the British- 
ers insisting that everything should be done 
on a strictly business basis so that no equivoca- 
tion should be possible. The Italians twitted 
the British about being diplomatists; never- 
theless Voyce and Bayly would not budge. 
Then came an impasse and the conference then 


realized that the German question was THE 
question. The conference decided to hear 
Voyce at once. Voyce repeated the statements 


already published in The Billboard, which were 
received with incredulity There was much 
discussion of the questions. The session lasted 
until seven, with a decision to resume March 
19 to form a triple alliance with Belgium, 
France and Italy, with the Britishers refusing 
te be parties thereto. Resuming on the nine- 
teenth, the conference swung round, twisting 
the triple alliance to an international, but after 
discussion this was dropped with Maurisso re- 
fusing to be a party to an international. Thru- 
out the morning session the German question con- 
stantly cropped up. It was evident that the 
Britishers’ statement regarding opportunity of 
work in Germany had gotten all sections to 
thinking. During the entire morning session 
the Britishers, altho present in person, took no 
part in the discussion and intimated they woulé 
not be present at the conference again. 

At the afternoon session a triple 
was formally adopted and 
posed to send the Italian Oliveri, 
Dick Carter, and Brussels Charlay, on a com- 
mission to Berlin to study the situation per- 
sonally. A banquet was given by a French 
society in the evening when all visiting dele- 
gates were made members of honor of the 
French union, even including Voyce and Bayly. 
British and continental newspapers published 
garbled reports that the conference had lifted 
the ban on German acts; so much so that Brit- 
ish managers and artistes were under the im- 
pression this was true.

Theater Owners Charge Tax- 


Free Radio Entertainments an 
Are Unfair Competition ~~ 


New York, March 22.—Theatrical managers 
thruout the country are urging their State 
and national organizations to start agitation for '"5 
the enactment by Congress of a law that would! °f 
impose a sort of amusement tax upon radio®!!® 
broadcasting companies. The radio companies, “"¢ 
particularly those established by the manufac- '#!!, 
turers of radio apparatus, the managers point Y** 
out, are reaping tremendous profits as amuse- tion 
ment purveyors and from which profits the 
government hardly shares. 

A theater manager, it is contended, is beset !e 
by taxes imposed by the city, State and Fed- *”~ 
eral governments, while a radio broadcasting $S 
company escapes with the mere payment of a 
station license fee. 
fact that the amusement is broadcasted 
free of charge to radio-set owners, the theater '%- 
men maintain, carries little argumentative 
weight against a Federal tax when one takes 
into account the large sums derived from leas- 
ing the stations for advertising purposes. Lead- 
ing advertising agencies of national prominence 
are lining up commercial firms for a broad- 
casting scheme that would be international in 
its scope. red 

The advertising agencies, under this plan, 
hire the microphone entertainers for perform- 
ances at the various broadcasting stations thru- 
out the country and in the billing of the per- 
formances some way tie up the name of their .

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Carl Hertz, Magician, Leaves 
Estate Valued at $1,000,000 


American Conjurer Dies in England—Laid Foun- 
dation of Fortune by Exhibiting First Movies 
in Australia—Was Wealthiest Performer 


EW YORK, March 24—Carl Hertz, American magician, who died last week 
in Coventry, England, left an estate valued at $1,000,000, much of which, 


it is believed, is invested in New York and Chicago real estate. 


He also 


had extensive holdings in South African mines and laid the foundation of his 


fortune by exhibiting the first motion 

His executors estimate his estate 
roughly at more than £200,000, an un- 
precedented fortune for a performer 
who was never a manager. Hertz, 
whose right name was Morningstar 
and who was born in San Francisco 
sixty-five years ago, was rated as one 
of the greatest conjurers of his day. 
He was vice-president of the Ma- 
gicians’ Club of London and was a 
member of the American Society of 
Magicians. 

Hertz left this country at the age of 20, 
going to England, where he resided the great r 
part of his life. He made his first appearance 
in an English music hall at Manchester, where 
he played for nothing. His filled the

house for a whole week and from that time 
on he was a regular headliner. Hertz was not 
only an unusual performer, but a shrewd 
business man as well. 


His usual fee was in the ne‘gbhborhood of 
$1,000 a week, sometimes more when he played 
on sharing terms. This money he carefully 
invested. Following his Austral‘an venture wth 
the first motion picture exhibition the nat'ves 
of that continent had ever witnessed, he be- 
came associated with the Joel interests, wealtly 
South African mine owners. His real estate 
ventures in this city and Chicago followed later. 


Just Finished Autobiography 


Hertz finished his autobiography just a few 
weeks before his death. He had a varied and 
eolorful career as performer and_ globe- 


trotter. As an exposer of fake sp ritualist 
mediums he had a reputation second to none. 
He was famous for his bird-cage trick. 

His most trying ordeal is said to have been 
when he nad to perform this effect before a 
committee of the House of Commons to prove 
that the bird suffered no harm when it was 
made to disappear from the cage. Members of 
the committee sat all around him instead of 
only in front of him as in the theater and he 


had, in order to prevent detection of his 
methods, to change at the last moment the 
entire trick. 


Hertz was well known in this country for 
his prowess as a prestidigitator. He was a 
close friend of Harry Houdini, who just this 
week received a letter from him. Hertz is 
survived by, h’s wife, who assisted him in his 
magical performances, and by two sons. He 
resided at 8 Hyde Park Mansions, London.

Steady influx of Orchestras From Nearby States 
Results in Prices Dropping From $10 to $20 Per 
Man Below Union Scale—Brokers Hard Hit 


EW YORK, March 24.—The steady influx of orchestras from nearby States 
continues to flocd the New York market with musicians who are taking 
engagements at prices ranging from $10 to $20 per week per man lower 


than the prevailing union wage scale. 
demand ant the 
around New York is on. 

Most of the incoming orchestras ar- 
rive expecting to clean up immediately, 
while others appear to think that the 
city will be a veritable gold mine due 
to the Democratic convention next 
June. The result so far has been a 
66 2/3 per cent drop in business for 
some of the regular orchestra booking 
offices, with that much less work for 
their men who h:uve considerable open 
time on their hands. 

Conditions on the whole, however, 
are said to be not so bad, but few if 
any windfalls will drop on local or out- 
of-town insofar as much 
money for summer en-

gagements at either seaside or city 
resorts. 

Out-of-town combinations which have invaded 
the city are getting the cream of many en- 
gagements, it is said, because most of them 
are of the college type of men, young and of 
clean-cut appearance.

Their price for a job 
is from $60 te S65 a week per man, 

The American Federation of Musicians, Local 
S02, bas a wage scale that ealls for an average 
of $70 to $80 a week per man for similar jobs.

Brooke Johns and Ann Pennington, doubling 
from he *‘Follies’’, top a well-balanced, fast 
moving bill, which got its start with Miss Lind- 
say and Sultan, an uncommonly gifted equine. 
Sultan does various mental feats, adds columns 
of figures and otherwise displays an unusual 
degree of horse sense without apparent cueing. 
Considering the early spot and an incoming 
audience, this turn did first-rate. 

Williams and Taylor, nimble colored steppers, 
all but stopped the show in the deuce spot. The 
comedian of the duo, who works in cork, injects 
a lot of comedy in his stepping, while his part- 
ner shakes agile pedal extremities in a varied 
routine of intricate steps.

Part One—Scene one was a fancy interior for Charles Markert, a classy 
straight; Alice Lawlor, a slender, symmeirical, auburn-haired, magnetic- 
eyed, ever-smiling ingenue; Vinnie Phillips, a brown-haired modelesque 
ingenue of personality, and Frankie La Brack, an attractive bobbed brunet 
soubret, in song, who gave way to an ensemble of personally talented and 
able choristers, with several of them stepping out front with individual lines 
of the lyric that they handled exceptionally well. Ingenue Phillips then fol- 
lowed with a sweetly modulated song and high-kicking dance that was the 
personification of gracefulness for encores. 

The comics then appeared in the persons of Jack Hunt, a thin, and Clyde 
Bates, a fat tramp, in near-neat attire and light facial makeup, followed by 
Major Johnson, a dwarf chauffeur, in grotesque attire. Comics Hunt and 
Bates singing parodies were well applauded. Ingenue Lawlor in soubret 
costume was the personification of cuteness and refinement in her vocalism, 
which is far above par, and, bringing on the choristers, gave them ample 
opportunity to put over individual lines of her lyric, after which she went 
into a dance that was exceptionally graceful. Straight Markert, Comics Hunt and 
Bates, and Palmer and Webb, a colored team, supplemented by Major Johnson 
in grotesque feminine attire, miade up a singing sextet that harmonized well, 
after which they put over some old-time hokum that kept the audience laugh- 
ing and applauding their funny sayings and doings. Soubret La Brack, lead- 
ing the choristers in a Lady Billy number, caught the fancy of the audience 
for repeated encores. Ingenue Phillips proved her burlesquing ability in a 
frisking bit with Comics Hunt and Bates and Straight Markert, who made 
the comics stand on their heads for additional laughter and applause. In- 
genue Phillips then put over a strutting number with admirable effect. 

Scene two was a silk drape for Straight Markert and Soubret La Brack 
in a singing and dancing specialty that was well encored. 

Scene three was a hotel corridor for Ingenue Phillips as the wife enter- 
taining her sweetheart, Comic Pates, and, being caught by her sudden-re- 
turning husband, Straight Markert, for more laughter and applause. 

Scene four was a silk drape for Ingenue Lawlor in a hula costume and 
a selection of diversified songs that not only stopped the show cold, but held 
up the next scene. 

Scene five was the interior of a bedroom, with Soubret La Brack as the 
wife entertaining callers and putting them under the bed to escape her in- 
coming husband, and again the audience went into raptures of laughter and 
applause at the antics of Comics Hunt and Bates and Straights Markert and 
Simmons. 

Scene six was a silk drape for Palmer and Webb in neat attire to put over 
a singing specialty that merited the encores given them. 

Scene seven was an elaborate, colorful electric-lighted set of splendor for 
Soubret La Brack leading a number, and following with a buck and wing 
dance that was nifty. Comic Bates came into his own in this scene with his 
famous bar-rag-bootleg-mixing bit for Ingenue Phillips and Soubret La Brack 
and the razzing of Comic Hunt. Ingenue Phillips put over another strutting 
number, Palmer and Webb a singing and dancing contest, and Soubret La 
Brack a toy soldier number that led up to the finale. 

Part Two—Scene one was another elaborate electric-lighted banquet set 
with a semi-circular table, with eight of the choristers seated, while eight in 
front put overa number minusaleader. This was followed by the appearance of 
the comics in over-fitting evening dress attire for a razzing of the enter- 
tainers, with Ingenue Phillips leading with eight Eton-suited girls on stage, 
while eight others appeared dancing on a miniature stage overlooking the 
banquet table. Vinnie’s strutting finish was a classic in gracefulness. Soubret 
La Brack followed with a song in which her vocalism was far better than 
in her earlier numbers and finished with a nifty hard-shoe dance. Ingenue 
Lawlor then came on for a comedy ‘bit with the comics and pulled a big 
laugh with her place of vaccination. Palmer then put over a single dance. 
Soubret La Brack put over a selection of songs while accompanying herself 
with a baby banjo, with lyrics a la Jewish. Ingenue Lawlor, in a shadow 
gown, was an optical feast with her ever-smiling face and symmetrical 
form, and Ingenue Phillips, on the miniature stage in poses, displayed her 
modelesque form delightfully. 

Scene two was a tropical island drop for Straight Markert and Comic 
Hunt in a talking specialty on radio that led up to a comedy singing finish 
that was fast and funny with Hunt’s stuttering. 

Scene three was a realistic bathing beach set, with boardwalk electric- 
lighted and bathing houses on either side of the stage, with Major Johnson, 
the dwarf uniformed cop, chasing the bathers and Straight Markert staging 
the booze bit for single men, in which Comic Hunt shoots his wife, Incenue 
Phillips, so that.as a single man he can get his booze. 

The Bathing Beauty Revue showed the bathers disrobing thru the 
transparent bathing house doors, after which they came on stage for a flash 
of form, in which Ingenue Lawlor stood out distinctively admirable. All of 
the girls made her step some to beat them, for they are of the youthful, 
slender, symmetrical-formed type. All of them appeared in tights thruout 
the entire show and the only one to appear in bare legs was Ingenue Lawlor, 
who is one of the exceptional few who can do it and get away with it in a 
really admirable manner. 

Comment—The scenery, lighting effects and costuming equal to any, 
and the costumes far more chic than most of the shows have. The music 
and lyrics are away from the pop. numbers usually heard In other shows 
and the vocalists handled them well. Taking the show in its entirety, it is 
a typical old-fashioned burlesque show, with numerous bits and numbers 
that are handled in a clean and clever manner ‘hruout the entire perform- 
ance. Seldom does a Monday matinee audience give the continuous laughter 

applause bits that it gave to this show this afternoon.

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Many Foreign Actors 
Coming to America 


Immagration at High Tide, 
While Number Departing 
From America Is Small 


Washington, March 22.—Sixty-five actors and 
119 musicians entered the United States from 
foreign lands during the month of December, 
while only seven of the former and five of 
the latter departed from it, according to 
jureau of Labor statistics covering the last 
month of the year. 

This would indicate that the landing of 
foreign artistes on our shores is proceeding 
at a lively pace, and that the emigration of 
both actors and musicians is staying at low 
ebb. The exceptionally high level in the immi- 
gration of artistes from other countries and the 
unprecedentedly low level in the emigration of 
these two classes of professional people has 
occurred every month, as The Billboard has fe- 
ported in its immigration stories since July 1. 

The Department of Labor's report now shows 
that 645 actors have come to the United States 
uring the first six months of the fiscal year, 
July 1 to December 31, and that only forty- 
three have left it in that time. 

Even more astounding figures are shown un- 
der the head of professional musicians, 1,086 
having landed in America during the last six 
months of 1923, while only forty-four, an ex- 
ceptionally small percentage, left it. 

Five hundred and thirty-n'ne literary persons, 
including playwrights, scenario writers, etc., are 
recorded as having entered the country during 
the six months, and fifty as having departed 
from it. 

Of the two classes coming in direct contact 
with the theater and relying on the amusement 
business for a living, the actors and the 
musicians, there were in exact figures 1,731 
who immigrated to America and eighty-seven of 
these two classes who emigrated from it.

This skit by Leon Gordon, which serves to 
introduce Henry Hull and Cyril Keightly to 
the two-a-day, is one of those master detective 
vs. master criminal concoctions in which there 
is a stagy element of mpystery, heightened 
theatrically by a lot of gum-shoe claptrap. 

The action concerns the efforts of Raike, a 
gentleman cracksman, to wrest from Doyle, 
the detective, a letter concerning a woman, 
which the latter proposes to use as evidence in 
bringing him to justice. To do this Raike 
breaks into Doyle’s apartment, where he is 
caught by the latter. 

Raike pleads that he is a valet made desper- 
ate because of his inability to get work. 
Whereupon Doyle takes him on, The master 
detective announces that he is about to retire 
for the night and leaves the grateful valet 
alone in his study. Lights out and lights up 
and we find the valet has done a protean act. 
He is revealed in the ‘‘correct’® attire of a 
master criminal. 

Caught in the act of cracking Doyle’s strong- 
box for the second time, he admits his real 
idenity and announces that while it may appear 
as if fortune is against him he proposes to 
“‘get that letter’ and make good his escape in 
five minutes. Doyle laughs at him and informs 
the audience that the police will be there be- 
fore five minutes have elapsed. 

The action for the next five minutes cen- 
ters around various attempts by Raike to 
bump off the wily gumshoe, and when bet- 
tered by the latter, appeals to him as a man— 
a human being—to turn over the letter. Doyle 
turns a deaf ear to his pleadings and true to 
his boast, hands Raike over to the police at 
the end of their five-minute tete-a-tete. 

A moment later the handcuffs come crash- 
ing thru a practical glass window, with a 
note attached, explaining that the officer was 
Raike’s accomplice. Unperturbed the great de- 
tective reaches into his dressing-gown pocket 
and pulls out the letter, gives the audience time 
to get a good look of it, and calmly burns 
it in the flame of a candle, with the declara- 
tion that he'll leave the woman out of the 
case, and that in the future he'll fight the 
master criminal man to man.

“The Honeymooners”, a satire by Jack Lait, 
with Chinelli, Italian actor, and Dorothy Braun 
Playing the leading roles, is taken from the 
Shubert ‘‘Spice’’ show of last season. Armand 
Kaliz essayed the leading part originally, and 
Now that the piece bas been transplanted to 
the vaudeville stage it bids fair to outstrip 
whatever popularity it enjoyed while in the 
category of the legit., this with all due defer- 
ence to Kaliz’s artistry. 

The entire cast numbers seven persons, and 
includes, in addition to Chinelli and Miss 
Braun, Margaret De Vone, Margaret Daly, 
Ann Barnes, James W. Gaylord and MHarry 
Starmes.: The setting represents the love nest 
of a young couple on their honeymoon, and is 
furnished lavishly and erotically. Chinelli, at- 
tired in raiment typical of that which the 
famed movie sheik, Valentino, wore in “The 
Four Horseman’, is addressed as ‘‘Ruby’’. 

The pivot on which the satire spins is ¢en- 
tered about prenuptial amour, affairs and in- 
fatuations, and when the young bride goes 
out for a ride in the car, as she says, the 
former lovers, one by one, turn up and almost 
upset the entire works, demanding the fulfill- 
ment of the promises he had made to them. 
One is a vampirish dame of Latin blood, an- 
other is a petite woman of Parisienne piquancy, 
and the third is a hard-boiled damsel, dressed 
up like a Christmas tree. Each enters singly 
and is hid somewhere in the room as knocks 
upon the door indicate that the wife has re- 
turned. The coquettish Parisian woman, when 
she comes in, attempts to do a little dance, 
just attempts. The unsuspecting frau finally 
comes back, and there is general embarrassment 
and confusion as the girls appear from their 
hidings. The girls sing ‘‘Kiss Me Again’’ in 
dolorous fashion, and a cop, called in after it 
is discovered the gals had done a bit of pilfer- 
ing, shoots each of them.

BIGGER AND BETTER BURLESQUE 


Promised by Producers for Next ee» 
Changes for Improvement of Casts and 
Choruses Already Planned 


New York, March 21.—The current season has 
heen the best that burlesquers have had since 
the war-time peak, and those who looked for a 
falling off in patronage have been surprised at 
the hold burlesque maintains on the women who 


were induced to patronize it during the war 
period. 
The increase in feminine patronage caused 


house managers and producers of shows to take 
cognizance of the fact that if they were to hold 
this patronage they would have to make their 
shows clean and, for the most part, they have 
done so. Those who did not have been exposed 
until they have brought onto themselves the 
wrath of those who coutrol the destiny of bur- 
lesque. 

Sam A. Scribner, general manager of Colum- 
bia Burlesque, has been after the producers and 
performers on the Columbia Circuit continuously 
during the eurrent season, and as far as we can 
learn Columbia Burlesque has been exceptionally 
clean, with the exception of one or two spots 
where local theater managers have demanded 
oth*rwise; and those fellows are being given 
rove cnough to hang themselves, and hanging 
themselves they are, for it goes without saying 
“hat there is to be a radical change in the man- 
agement of those houses next season. 


I. H. Herk, general manager of the Mutual 
Burlesque Association, found conditions very 
bad on that circuit when he became president 
and general manager, and it has been an uphill 
struggle for him to bring order out of chaos, but 
he finally succeeded in doing so, and this is no- 
ticeable in the shows that are now repeating 
over the circuit. 


Some of the shows on the first time round 
were unspeakably filthy. While the scenery and 
eostumes vere sufficiently costly and attractive, 
the performers and choristers were very much 
off color, and many thought that it would con- 
tinne till the end of the season, but they thought 
wrong, and this was made manifest at the sev- 
eral meetings of the Board of Directors of the 
Mutual Burlesque Association, owner and 
lessee of houses, and producing managers, who 
listened to Mr. Herk and ratified his plans 
for next season. 


At the recent meeting of producing mana- 
gers President Herk made it plain to them that 
if they hoped to produce and present 
over the Mutual Circuit next season they 
have to start immediately to clean 
shows, and there were several among them 
who claimed that. they had clean but 
their claims fell fiat when President Herk read 
to them reports from various sources and read 
the clause in the new franchise that calls for 
clean shows. The reading of that clause caused 
many of the producers to sit up, and 
make immediate changes which are now notice- 
able in the repeats, for after reviewing four 
repeaters we have found nothing in any one of 
them to criticize, and much to commend, for 
each and every producer is now g to 
make his show better than in the eariier part 
of the season, and doing so, which only goes 
to prove that Herk is the right man in thie 
right place, and that Mutual Burlesque has at 
last become fully stabilized. 

President Herk and his associates are now 
seeking a sufficient number of new houses to 
take care of the ever-increasing number of ap- 
plicants for franchises to operate shows on the 
Mutual Circuit for next season. 

In addition to the list of new applicants pub- 
lished last week there are others that now in- 
clude George P. Murphy, of “Garden House’’ 
fame; Chester (‘‘Rube’’) Nelson, Sam Sidman, 
Mike Sacks and others that have not been passed 
oa as yet, but in all probability will be accepted 
as soon as houses are signed up.

The foregoing letters sent out by President 
Herk to franchise-holding producing managers 
are self-explanatory and will tend materially 
teward bicger and better burlesque, for it will 
eliminate the constant repetition of time-worn 
“bits’’ and at the same time protect the pro- 
ducer who originates something new, novel and 
unique, for with the “‘bits’’ registered with the 
Mutual Burlesque Association the prior rights 
will have to be respected by one and all alike 
among producers and performers, and induce 
both producer and performer to obtain new 
material and utilize it in the knowledge that 
they will have the protection of the associa- 
tion. 

Recent announcement in The Billboard that 
the Columbia Amusement Company would foster

I commend “Welded” to you as a 
splendid example of a dramatist over- 
reaching himself to get an effect. It 
is, perhaps, the more signiffcant be- 
cause Eugene O'Neill is the dramatist 
in question, his position as an Amer- 
ican dramatist at the head of his pro- 
fession being hardly questioned. It 
just goes to show that even the best 
can get on the wrong track. To make 
my position clearer, let me sketch the 
plot of “Welded” in as few words as 
possible. 

A dramatist is’ married to an actress. They 
love each other very Geeply and have been 
married for five years when the play opens. 
The smooth course of their love is more or 
less regularly broken by scraps, in which each 
seems to take a fiendish delight in lacerating 
the other’s feelings. At such times they hate 
each other, and while they realize that these 
fights are contemptible and resolve not to 
start them the old game still keeps up. Finally 
we see them work themselves to such a pitch 
of hate that they resolve to drag their romance 
in the dirt and end it for all time. The wife 
runs off to an old friend and attempts to 
throw herself inte his arms for good and all. 
The image of her husband's love comes before 
her and she cannot do it. The husband picks 
up a trull, but the love of his wife prevents 
him from having anything to do with the 
woman. They both return to their home 
knowing that they are irrevocably ‘‘weided’’, 
but conscious that the hute they bear each 
other is just as much a part of their mutual 
life as the love they bear for each other. 
A dramatic presentation of one of those truths 
wh'ch appear to be the essence of paradox. 

And speaking oxes, we find that Mr. 


: O’Neill in writings 1is play has plumped right 
; into another which I marvel that 
By he, a skill and one ‘orn of the 


theater, did not immediately sense was lying 
in wait for him. Briefly put, it is this: The 
way to be natural on the stage is to be un- 
natural Which simply that if we act 
or write in exactly the way as we do 
in natural life the effect the stage is 
unnatural and ludicrous. The bare facts of 
life must be touched, polished, underempha- 
sized or overemphasized for stage purposes if 
we are to get realism. Now, in his intense 
desire to pump **Welded’’ full of realism. Mr. 
O’Neill has undoubtedly filled the mouths of 
his characters with exactly what they would 
say and made them do exactly what they 
would do if the events he depicts were 
actually transpiring. He has not exercised 
the artistry which is in him to correct the 
bare realities in terms of stage effectiveness. 
What Mr. O'Neill needed to do was what the 
optician does in the case of certain lenses. 
The problem confronting the lens-grinder is to 
produce a lens which gives total color dis- 
persion. He knows he cannot do this with a 
single lens, so he grinds two lenses, under- 
eorrect'ng one by as much as he overcorrects 
the other. Be cements the two of them to- 
gether and produces a lens in which his in- 
tentional undercorrection is exactly balanced 
in the other direction by an equal amount of 
overcorrection, with the result that he pro- 


" luces a perfectly corrected lens. 
: So it is with realism on the stage. By over- 
rrection and undercorrection something seem- 
ngly as perfect as nature itself may be pro- 
“4 duced. Heaving the actuality itself on the 
, boards results in a caricature of the real 


article, In the case of ‘‘Welded’”’ this is 

exactly what happened and the audienee 

; laughed heartily at what were intended to be 
serious lines and situations. 

They also laughed at the needless repetition 

of the quarrels and the makings-up of the 


married pair. It is an axiom that repetition, 
if continued long enough, will result in 
laughter. <A well-known example is that of the 
old vandeville gag, ‘I’m going away—but be- 
fore I go I have something to say. I'm gong 
away—but before I go I have sometling io 
say.’’ Repeat this long enough and the audi- 
ence will laugh, tho there is nothing in- 
trinsically funny in the words or thought 
themselves. Mr. O'Neill has his couple alter- 
rating between the themes of ‘“‘I love you’? and 
“TI hate you” far too long. After they have 
done it a few times it devolves into a psit- 
tacean proceeding, 


destructive to dignity antl 
provocative only of ribald laughter. I cannot 
understand how such a consummate craftsman 
as O'Neill could do it; or doing it, why he 
didn't cut the lines and join up the situations 
so that the incentive tq laughter would be 
eliminated after the first performance. It 
would mean but a few hours’ werk and the 
benefit to the play would be incalculable. It 
might mean the difference between success and 
failure. 


There is one scene in ‘*Welded’’ which is 
superbly written, That is the one in which 
the husband is seen with the trollop. Here we 
have the O'Neill of old, with his skeletonized 
sentences, his incessant pushing on of the 
situation with each one of these sentences 
One may question -the good taste of the scene, 
but it is real. 

Jacob Ben-Ami is splendid as the husband, 
none of the nuances of the part eluding i'm, 
u‘terly convine ng in everything he does. Doris 
IKKeane was less successful as the wife, tho 
she gave a creditable enough performance. She 
dd not rise to the heights, tho, as Mr. Ben- 
Ami did. Curtis Cooksey did not come within 
hatling aistance of realizing the possibilities of 
his part, that of a likable theatrical manager. 
Catherine Collins, as the woman of the streets, 
was thoroly good. She got every bit of acting 
value out of the role by conscientious and able 
playing. 

The settings of ‘‘Welded’’ are in the best 
Style of Robert Edmond Jones and are well 
ngh perfect examples of their kind. The 


stage direction of Stark Young is static. A 
little more movement would help a lot. But 
all this is as nothing to the faults of the 
writing, faults which could be wiped out with 
so little work, I hope Mr. O'Neill sees fit to 
do this, for he has taken hold of a big subject 
end has treated it truthfully per se All he 
needs to do now is to varnish that truth with 
the artistry we know is in him 
Eugene O'Neill discovers a big theme 
and tackles it the wrong way.

The story need not bother us for long. <A 
rich man, with two daughters and a wife, is 
pressed for money te extend his business.

daughter, a girl of seventeen, 


realizes the ser 
ousness of the situation and sets about rightins 
it. Doing this involves her sister breaking wit 
a penniless young fellow she loves and engagins 
herself to a man with money. The day befor: 
the wedding the erstwhile penniless one turns 
up with an inherited fortune, the elder sist, 
elopes with him and the seventeen-year-older 
gets the rich chap for herself. 

The situations created to tell this tale are 
amusing; the quartet of authors have manu 
factured some felicitous dialog to go with 
them; there are a lot of laughs and the story 
is not too wildly improbable. Altogether an 
entertainment that will please lots of pleasure 
seeking theatergoers and will not bore the in- 
telligentsia, unduly 

The company playing ‘‘Sweet Seventeen” has 
been happily chosen. The barden of the enter- 
tainment falls on the shoulders of Marlan 
Mears, a competent comedienne, who knows 
enough not to overplay for laughs and gathers 
them in with the assurance of a veteran. Miss 
Mears is good to look on, there is a wistful 
quality to her playing that is quite charming. 
and she gives abundant evidence of knowing her 
business thoroly. She is quite the life of the 
party in ‘Sweet Seventeen"’ 

Douglas Wood is. the father and plays the 
role with easy assurance; Grace Filkins is the 
mother and fills the bill with exactitude: the 
eldest daughter is played by Isabel Leighton 
very nicely.

H. Wever, and the leading male part was com- 
petently played by Charles Trowbridge. Jen- 
nie Eustace, as an Irish housekeeper, was ex- 
cellent, and a small part was nicely handled 
by Stanford Jolley. Lastly, there was Bozo, 
an intelligent dog actor, who was dubbed a 
“Persian egghound"’ and quite looked the part. 

Mr. Mears bas made a good production of 
“Sweet Seventeen’’ and Frederick Stanhope 
staged it with real discretion. If many laughs, 
strict cleanliness and an amusing story get 
what they deserve in the theater, ‘Sweet 
Seventeen"? should wax prosperous.

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Do Managers Know Their “Art”? 


MEMBER on the road writes: 
A “The managers say that the closed «not 
Equity) shep would work enduring harm 
to art in the theater. 

“The very fact that the very best actors and 
actresses on the stage today belong, and have 
belonged from the first to Equity, is sufficient 
refutation, I think, of this statement. Indeed, 
it is highly amusing to hear the managers 
voicing such solicitude for art, when they them- 
selves have done more harm to the drama during 
the past twenty-five years than an Equity Shop 
could possibly do in ten centuries. I refer to 
their excessive commercialism; their much-too- 
high admission prices, and, above all, their in- 
sistence on “TYPE’. 

“Can they not see how infinitely better it 
would be for art if the actor was allowed to 
approximate a character by makeup and play 
the part well, than to have him the exact type 
and play it badly? To my mind there is no 
question about it. 

“Then, how very often a player makes an 
enormous success in a play which runs only one 
week or perhaps two, and it does not do him a 
bit of good because none of the managers has 
been to see the play—sometimes not even his 
own producing manager. And this neglect ap- 
plies also to their treatment of understndies 
who often play a part better than the original 
player. 

“Again, they fail to recognize even genius 
when it is thrust under their noses. How 
often do they fail to help and prefer talented 
small-part young actors and (more often) ac- 
complished—nay, finished—older ones? As to 
their talk of Equity Shop being unjust, was 
not their whole treatment of the actor before 
Equity came into being one long series of out- 
rageous injustices? 

“And as to coercion of the actor by Bauity, 
the council can impose no rules upon him until 
he himself aud his fellows have voted that they 
may. 

“How many frivolous, empty-headed girls, 
without one single claim to histrionie ability be- 
rond, sometimes, a pretty face, have the man- 
agers advanced in one stride to the top of the 
theatrical tree because their backers or an 
‘angel’ demanded it? Has this helped art? 
They should prate of FEqnity’s injury to art, 
shouldn't they?’ 


Managers Must Cease Contract 
Evasions 

We are quite aware that in certain instances 
rep. or tent managers advertise for actors, 
using the words “Equity, Chicago Basé’, and 
then, after rehearsals have started and every- 
body is a little bit in debt to the management, 
it is discovered that some members of the com- 
pany do not belong to Equity. 

Of course, this is a deliberate breach of con- 
tract on the part of the manager, and Equity 
and its members have a perfect right to take 
drastic steps. 

We propose to check up on these cases in the 
near future, and these managers who don’t 
observe the clause in their contracts guarantee. 
ing 100 per cent Equity casts will be reported 
to the council for its action. 

There is never any intention on the part of 
Equity to make it hard for managers, but they 
themselves have a certain obligation, which is 
really not difficult to live up to, and they must 
live up te it.

She’d Win Them by Emotional 
Appeal 

A well-meaning member, with great respect 
for David Belasco’s accomplishments in the 
theater, suggested that he be invited to address 
vur members at a general meeting. 

Qur reply, in part, was as follows: 

“You say that in 1919 Mr. Belasco felt that 
he had won because Equity did not insist upon 
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a closed shop in the basic agreement. Will 
you permit me to remind you that at the be- 
ginning of that struggle we definitely and posi- 
tively stated that we were not asking for a 
closed shop. This statement was repeated again 
and again, so I don’t see how Mr. Belasco could 
have thought that the managers had won be- 
cause the peace contract did not include that 
condition, tho it did include many concessions 
which were not originally asked for. 

“IT want you to know that we too have an 
admiration for Mr, Belasco, not one of us 
wishes to drive him from the theater, and we 
eannot see in what way Equity Shop would 
restrict his activities. His own particular stars 
all belong to Fidelity, and as such they would 
be exempted. The remainder of his companies 
have always been Equity, so what difference 
would Equity Shop make to him? It was 
surely disingenuous of him to pretend to the 
public that he was closing those four com- 
panies on account of Equity Shop (which doesn’t 
go inte effect until June 1, anyhow), when as 
4a matter of fact everyone knew that they were 
to close anywar. 

‘Personally, I don’t think you're right in be- 
lieving that Mr. Belasco would be willing to 
come before a meeting of our people and ‘take 
them all to his heart’. Supposing he did the 
other thing, attacked us for instance, and our 
members were to resent it? Might not that be 


a humiliation, which I for one don’t wish him 
to undergo? 

“As for George M. Cohan, I can give you my 
word that many an attack which he has made 
on Equity has been unanswered, because he is 
an actor and of a theatrical family. There 
have been times, however, when it would have 
shown weakness not to reply to his very violent 
attacks, not to say misrepresentations, which 
he has made on Equity. 

“The battle which now appears to be ahead 
of us has had many preliminary skirmishes. 
Equity has endeavored to be fair in these en- 
counters and has spared, whenever possible, the 
susceptibilities of the other side. 

“Mr. Belasco made a gesture which he thought 
would impress the country. Maybe it is, but 
not quite as markedly as he had hoped, judging 
from the editorials and newspaper comments 
which I have noted from all parts of the 
United States. 

“If we win, as I am sure we wilh there 
will be no disposition to make it hard for 
anybody. Bygones will be bygones and the re- 
turn road of those who have strayed will be 
strewed with roses and a generous welcome ex- 
tended.”’

This sort of acting always seems to me like 
a matter of reflex actions. The difference be- 
tween a reflex muscular action a voluntary 
one is a difference of motivation. We start at 
a sudden noise. or we sneeze by reflex action. 
The machinery of the action lies ready made 
within the organism. It is automatie without 
involving any conscious judgment in the brain. 
The ‘habits’ of stock actors sometimes develop 
into the appearance of reflex Highly 
strung individuals who are impulsive in motor 
action are essentially a body of reflexes. This 
state of activity unfavorable to the actor, 
who above all animals must be a thinker, how- 
ever rapidly he thinks. 

Tensity of body, properly controlled, is to a 
large extent essential to the actor and singer. 
Tensity of body and reflex action must not be 
confused. The differentiating point is the 
mental process. Ralph Morgan and Jay Hanna 
are actors of high tension, both in bedy and 
mind, but their muscular tension is simply a 
-up process istrument a control 
of their emotional forces. The concert piano 
is not necessarily an automatic player.

EXTRAVAGANCE KILLING 
PLAY PRODUCTION 


Plea for Simpler Settings With 
a Chapter on the Subject by 
Hadley Waters, Decorator 
and Stage Designer 


After witnessing a musical extravaganza 
which was a riot of color and a thousand and 
one elements of scintillating beauty we were 
overtaken with that feeling of heaviness that 
ever follows in the wake of overindulgence. A 
sudden longing for the cool gray asphalt of 


Fifth avenue seized us, an impulse to stride 


along its wide pavements, to get our blood 
into circulation. As we swung along not 
only circulation but thoughts quickened, and 
here is the substance of those thoughts: 

The real problem of the theater today is 
the money that is spent for the overelaboration 
of shows that open and close on Broadway 
with a regularity almost businesslike, to say 
nothing of the road shows that fall by the 
wayside. This play and that play are relegated 
to the storehouse, and the grand brotherhood 


and sisterhood of valiantly begin

again the elusive hunt for engagements. We 
have asked a number of producers why shows 
have failed and the answer has been in- 
variably; “Lack of interest on the playgoers’ 
part." The playgoer, in turn, when questioned 
about this so-called lack of interest, replies 
unfailingly: “The high cost of amusement.” 
Then when one returns to the producer with 
the question, “Why this high cost of amuse- 
ments?’ the reply is, as everybody knows: 
“The high cost of production.” 

The playgover, thrown pack on his own re- 
sources for amusement, sets out to seek it 
and finds plenty of company—other playgoers 
on the same quest. The result is a getting 
together on this question of amusement and in 
less than no time we have another “‘little the- 


ater’’ group. There are in America approxi- 
mately 400 such community groups producing 
plays that dg not cali for extravagant outlay 
in the matter of production. Most of these 
little theater groups are prospering and in- 
spiring the establishment of other groups. 
Many of these little theaters have established 
their own theater and their own workshop. In 
these workshops the local artist, carpenter and 
electric'an join forces in the construction of 
stage properties at a negligible cost. They 
have learned the simple secret that art does 


not necessarily wait on extravagance and that 
in Jeaving some details to the imagination of 
the audience they are stimulating it to find 
rest in mental activity. 


The Simple Background 

At this Juneture of thought onr attention was 
transfixed by a soft vision of Palm Beach—a 
jovely neutral stretch of water and horizon 
against which gay colored sports apparel stood 
out in bold relief. Those clothes took one 
right into their confidence and seemed to say 
“Vacation.” In an instant our imagination had 
dressed ourself for Palm Beach, and all we 
needed was the ticket and leave of absence 
to enjoy & wonderful vacation. As we had 
neither the ticket nor the leave of absence

we came right back to earth and noticed that 
standing before the Avedon Shop, 
noted for its unique window displays. 

“Hello there!’’ greeted a cheery voice. 

“Hello yourself,”’ said we, “‘just the person 
we want to see at this very momert! As a 
publicity expert, tell us what you think of 
this window display.”’ 

“Well,” sald our acquaintance, “the first 
message I get from that display is: ‘Here are 
the clothes to wear at Palm Beach.’ If the 
background. were more colorful than the clothes 
the message would be: ‘Here’s the setting for 
fine sports clothes—Palm Beach!’ ” 


The Little Theater’s Simplicity 

Before the little theater becomes affluent 
etage furniture or ‘‘props.”’ are ‘“‘discovered’’ 
in the garrets of citizens’ homes. Costumes 
are fashioned from cheesecloth, artistically 
dyed and original lighting efiects are thought 
out by the electrician of the group. The 
avudience—we do not refer to the typical Broad- 
way audience with its senses so dulled by deep- 
dyed splendor that it cannot feel the beautty 
of simplicity—is satisfied. We do not seek to 
establish a parallel between the little theater 
and the professional theater, for the little 
theater has no more thought of rivaling the 
professional theater than a babe amusing it- 
self with blocks thinks of setting up opposition 
to an architect. But one thing is becoming 
very evident and that is that the little theater 
is ushering in the renaissance cf simplicity. It 
therefore behooves the professional theater to 
forsake its policy of extravagance and bigh 
prices before it loses its road audiences al- 
together. Not that little theater followers are 
learning to despise the professional theater; 
on the contrary its experiments in dramatic 
art have broadened itg interest in all that 
the big theater has to offer, provided it offers 
it at non-probibitive prices. 

Women’s clubs all over the country are 
aligning themselves behind the community the- 
ater to promote its ideals, actuated by the 
fact that the children of outiying districts 
are starved for the drama and its educational 
influence. Here ig a condition that the promoter 
of professional talent must face before home 
talent displaces professional talent entirely. Is 
talent to be sacrificed for extravagant produc- 
tion? The editor of The Billboard's women's 
page receives many letters from professional 
women in outlying districts lamenting the 
searcity of good road plays. ‘“‘This community 
would welcome the player and the play with- 
out trimmings,’’ is the substance of these com- 
ments. 

“By the way, Hadley Waters, the man re- 
sponsible ‘for Avendon window displays, is alse 
a stage designer,’’ added the publicity expert, 
“and if you care to discuss stage settings I 
shall be glad to try to arrange a meeting 
now.” 

The meeting was arranged, and after the 
usual formality of introduction and casua! 
comments on things in general we got from 
Mr. Waters, piece by piece, the following con- 
structive comments on stage backgrounds, etc. 


Hadley Waters on Stage Settings 

“Backgrounds, whether they are for a Broad- 
Way success or merely a setting for a Fifth 
avenue window display, should always be un- 
obtrusive and in harmony with the objects be- 
fore them. Too often successful designers 
forget the real reason for their being in their 
enthusiasm to create beautiful pictures. The 
result is confusion, and, sadly enough, the 
scenic artist succeeds only in creating a feel- 
ing of unrest on the part of the audience, 

“How many times have you heard playgoers 
complain of @ certain restiveness during a per- 
formance? Generally they are too intent upon 
the production to realize that their nerves are 
on edge not merely because the play is bad 
or the lighting ineffective but chiefly because 
the designer who originated the set lost com- 
plete hold of himself and put into the scenery 
a thousard and one unnecessary objects, 

“Designing sounds easy, but in truth it is 
only the most cultivated taste that can select 
color and dispose lines. In my opinion sim- 
plicity should be the keynote of all design. 
During the last tem years we have had so 
many elaborate productions that we welcome 
simplicity when it is brought to our attention. 

“An interesting example of a simple but 
truly artistic production is Andre Charlot’s 
*Rerue’. In this production the scenic effects 
have been carried out with rare taste—it has 
color, excellent line and the grouping of the 
players is always developed to make clear-cut 
pictures, From the time the curtain rises 
upon the first act one is confident that some- 
thing clever is soon to follow. Each star 
stands out, a perfect silhouet against the un- 
obtrusive background. And the andience is 
given exactly what it has paid for—entertain- 
ment and not gaudy scenery. 

“Understand, I do not suggest that designers 
strive for simple effects to the detriment of 
their productions. The stage is the one place 
in the world where artists with real imagina- 
tion bave an opportunity to make the most of 
their color boxes and by all means let us 
give them an opportunity to do their best. 
Nothing is more ghastly than the producer who 
limits or tries to dictate too closely to bis 
stage designer. But on the other hand, for 
the sake of the public which pays to go to 
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the theater for recreation, let us pray our 
producing managers to select scenie artists who 


can use restraint in their .work,

Asked about his own work, Mr. Waters «aid: 
“Regarding my few contributions to the films 
and theater there is almost nothing for me to 
say. I would much prefer to have my work 
stand by virtue of its own merit (if you thick 
it has any) than talk of it, 

“My present affiliation with the Avedon Shop 
has been both delightful and enlightening. You 
see, I regard each of my windows as tiny 
stages. And while a great many people might 
be inclined to take this form of design light- 
ly I personally feel that it is a big field for 
almost any artist who is suffictently interested 
to develop it. Most of us can only develop 
and see our faults by constructive criticism. 
In display work the aspiring theatrical de- 
signer has an opportunity to try out effects 
in color, harmony and lighting which would 
ordinarily be denied him in the theater because 
of the tremendous expense of experiment. 

“‘Naturally enough the things I recommend 
for window displays would probably not be 
my choice for home-like interiors The job 
of the display man is to catch and hold the 
attention—while the interior decorator should 
at all times bear in mind that his job is to 
create an atmosphere of comfort and rest. 

“The present vogue for high colors is always 
tempting to the artist. In the theater or in 
windows I think one can obtain some very 
daring effects. But the reavon colors 
(1 refer to splashes of orange and black, the 
peacock shades, ete.) are so successful is due 
to the fact that they are not before us too 
long. They are amusing in their place, but 
their uses are merely for display purposes and 
should not be given permanent place in the 
home.

Henry George Hibbert Dead 


We regret to afinounce the death of H. G 
Hibbert, dramatic critic and writer of theatrical 
gossip. 

There was probably no man, either on the 
stage or off, who had more deeply in his un- 
derstanding the knowledge of show business 
than Harry Hibbert. 

He was a realist and ironist, but whimsical 
ond benignant, at once the kindliest, friendliest, 
most lovable and yet loneliest of men. 

He began as an able all-round journalist— 
coming originally from Nottingham, where he 
had been a colleague of Barrie in the days 
when Sir James was a raw young leader-writer 
on $60 a month. 

It is more than thirty years since he first 
contributed to The Sunday Times, and he was 
for fifteen years on the staff of The Era, to 
which he had returned as editor quite recently, 
He expressed his point of view very wonderfully 
in his book ‘Fifty Years of a Londoner’s Life”. 

A Bohemian on principle, he used to confess 
that of late there was hardly a single evening 
some part of which did not spend in @ 
theater, music hall or other place of enter- 
tainment. 

His fellow critics 
memory the little informal gatherings at his 
rooms at Gray’s Inn—Sir William Gilbert's 
old rooms—where he proved an ideal host. Here

Sir—To begin with I do not profess to be an 
excellent judge of character, nor am I a mind 
reader, However, Howard Thurston has been a 
man of much abuse in the past few weeks, be- 
ing discussed both justly and unjustly. 

I write this article in order that I mar 
open the portals of justice in the heart and 
conscience of every man who reads this. There 
will no doubt be a great amount of difference 
of opinion as to my views of this magician, 
but after all that shall be the beginning of 
open discussion and finally the reaching of a 
just decision. 

There is no partiality show in my writing 
on the subject of Jhurston, as until recently 
I never had the honor of meeting the man per- 
sopally. But, having had this opportunity, I 
spent a great deal of my time and also his 
own in his company. I left no stone unturned 
to @iscover the real man in Thurston; life- 
long friends and acquaintances of him gave me 
valuable information, all of which proved his 
excellent disposition, personality and love of 
the art of magic. 

A more generous man for his circumstances 
can not be found. The genial deeds, words 
and actions with which he surrounds all those 
whom he meets certainly can not be rejected 
because the fervor with which they come show 
tho real feeling. He appreciates any favor, no 
matter how small. His love of and interest in 
children will never be equaled; never does he 
pass one without a smile; his charity to poor 
little tots is immense under his circumstances. 
I have heard it said that he is very up-stage. 
Impossible, the man loves all who surround 
him, Aristocracy never enters his mind. Every- 
one is his friend, even those who condemn him, 
Never does he speak ill of any man. Morally, 
there is no cleaner person. A black thought 
never transpires in his mind. He is a great 
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fighter and stroggler for all that is just and 
honorable, and yet some would utter unheard 
of things against Thurston. Certainly these 
qualities must be admired in any man. Still 
there are those who complain, and wrongly. 

The topic is much spoken of as to his recent 
so-called exposes. I have written everywhere 
to secure copies of these things and I can not 
truthfully say that any of it really exposes a 
direet principle of the secrets of the great or 
greater magical effects or illusions. The 
pocket effects are of the most simple. Where 
would our magicians of tomorrow come from 
if some one didu’t create an interest in the 
art? Do we wish magic to die out? We all 
know that in a good many of the magic as- 
semblies today quite a few of the members 
lose their interest and gradually drop out. 
Wouldn't Howard Thurston be hurting hime 
self mainly if he exposed any good illusion? 
A small trick taught to an interested person 
will establish more interest, and gradually 
these persons will develop the habit of attend- 
ing every magic show playing. This fact will 
create a demand for more magicians and magic 
will come into its own. 

Everyone of today realizes that none of this 
magic we perform is superbuman, nor do any 
of us magicians possess supernatural powers, 
and any of us who are audacious enough to 
even suggest this to our audience do so at our 
own peril and shall be laughed at. However 
an audience applauds the certain trick per- 
formed mainly not that it is really fooled, 
but on account of the ability, dexterity and 
efficient manner in which the magician does 
it. It mystifies and astonishes many, but no 
broad-minded person thinks it superhuman, nN 
know that it is a trick, 

Mr. Thurston has been accused of many 
things that have no foundation. Mere rumors, 
things and exposes have been attributed to him 
which are false. As a matter of fact, Howard 
Thurston has endeavored to cancel tricks which 
he thought were too important to give out, 
sometimes successfully and again not. 

He is an example of a self-made man. Many 
of us know of the struggles gone thru in the 
routine of his career, hardships and many 
others, This fact jis true and will be ad- 
mitted. Thurston does not hide or cover up 
life’s hardships because he is ashamed of 
them; quite contrary, he speaks of them that 
others may profit. 


There are many exceptions, but in many 
cases amateurs condemn these so-called ex- 
poses because they perform them; why not 


get some bigger effect? We all pass thru the 
amateur stage; Thurston did. Jealousy causes 
a good bit of this antagonism, The man is a 
great magician beyond all doubt; he put hime 
self there. At one time he was as poor as 
the poorest of us. Each man has his opportun- 
ity. Opportunity knocks but once, and, if you 
den'’t reach out and grasp it, whose fault is it? 
We shouldn’t knock the man who does, and 
condemn him without giving him the chance 
to speak of his few so-called mistakes without 
malice aforethought. Remember none of us 
is infallible and a great many times there is 
no mistake, only a misunderstanding. At @ 
certain banquet Thurston said he would listen 


to any objection and after arguing it out drop 
the subject upon proper convincement, You 
all see in that statement his effort to be fair. 
Now, why not be fair with him? 

I wish to again make the statement that 1 
never met a more courteous man for one being 
as successful as he has. He possesses none of 
this self-acquired curtness and egotism that a 
good many of the greater of us bave, He 
gave me his time as tho it was a pleasure, 
and discussed the subjects we spoke of with 
Willingness. Never at any time did he use a 
curt, predjudiced argument. 

Howard Thurston to me is an example in 
most ways of everything a magician should 
be. I still remain to be convinced otherwise.

“TIT believe the council and the society and 
everyone who opposes the teaching of small 
pocket tricks to the publie are taking a stand 


which is detrimental to the progress of magic, 
and I feel confident that if this matter was 
debated in the society before a committee of 
three experienced showmen selected from the 
Producing Managers’ Association or elsewhere 
the verdict would be in my favor. 


“TI feel it is only a matter of time when 


the magicians of this country will advocate the 
teaching of small tricks for the purpose of 
creating more amateurs, 


“I arranged for this series of articles some 
time last winter thru Mr, Gibson, and, having 
given my consent to the arrangements long 
before May, 1923, I am obligated to keep my 
promise, 


“I wrote Dr. Wilson of The Sphinx two weeks 
ago asking him to pase on the tricks which 
are being submitted, as I feel that he is more 
familiar with the tricks being performed by the 
amateurs than myself. 


“My object is to stimulate the interest in 
magic and will not in any way consist of 
‘such tricks as are used by the advanced ama- 
teur. This will increase the number of be- 
ginners in magic who will eventually become 
amateurs. 

“We need more amateurs. Instead of try- 
ing to monopolize this privilege which we owe 
to the world, we are not only injuring the 
advancement of magic, but are showing a 
spirit of selfishness which some day I am sure 
the society will be ashamed of 

“In the past six weeks I have talked to a 
great many amateur magicians and several 
professional ones, including the two societies of 
magicians in Cincinnati and the S. A. M. As- 
sembly in St. Louis and some of the members 
of the society in Milwaukee, and I have only 
found six people who are opposed to the teach- 
ing of small pocket tricks. All the rest are 
earnestly in favor of it. 

“I feel confident that if this matter was 
properly presented to all the societies, includ- 
ing the amateur magicians of this country, 
they would be unanimously in favor of my 
method of advancing magic.

Until 1899 film subjects were confined to 
what are now known as “‘topicals’” or “news 
events’’, 

On March 10, 1899, was completed, we be- 
lieve in New York City, the first film play 
by J. Stuart Blackton, originally a carpenter, 
and a vaude, artiste by name Albert E. Smith. 
From that early beginning both of these men 
have become triumphant in the ‘‘flicker’’ in- 
dustry. 

One would be surprised today to see their 
first effort, called the ‘‘Haunted House’, and 

ch then appeared as the master of the 
marvelous, It is today rather puerile and tak- 
ing but 120 seconds to run thru. It took a 
few years before any moving picture was de- 
signed to last more than fifteen minutes and 
even the year 1910 had not yet surmounted the 
difficulties of five-reelers, 

The mechanism of 
“flickers’’, *‘jumpings”’, *“spots”’, “vain”, 
*“‘scratches’”? and ‘‘blurs’’, but when these me- 
chanical defects were overcome then came the 
all-conquering advance of the film. 

Only a minute portion of people in the show 
business realized at the outset the financial 
possibility of the “silent drama’’, and that 
which was looked upon as purely an experiment 
or shall we say as a passing fancy by those who 
were supposed to have their finger on the 
public pulse were completely left behind.

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NATIONAL ART THEATER FOR 
RACE FORMED IN NEW YORK 


In the assembly room. of the Harlem branch 
of the New York Public Library Monday eve- 
ning, March 17, Anne Wolter, of Carnegie Hall, 
was just about driven to tears of happiness as 
she witnessed the actual justification of five 
years she has devoted to interesting and de- 
veloping an organization to foster the culture 
of drama and its allied arts among Negroes in 
a nationwide and comprehensive manner. 

Since last autumn some very concrete develop- 
mnets have taken place. A number of capable 
white and colored instructors, Ernestine Rose, 
the librarian; officials of several welfare 
agencies, and a group of practical and famous 
showfolk were interested in the idea, and as a 
result there has been formed the Harlem Com- 
munity Theater, a strictly local agency of the 
National Ethiopian Art Theater, Inc., a body 
whose purpose is to exercise a national in- 
fluence upon the dramatic culture of the Race, 
and to some day sponsor the erection of a 
theater; and as a feeder to both of these, the 
Ethiopian Art Theater training school. 

It was the conclusion of the registration for 
this school and the assignments to classes that 
so impressed every person who happened to be 
at the library. More than 250 young, intel- 
ligent and seriously intentioned young colored 
people, the pick of Harlem’s youth, registered, 
The ages ranged from children to that which 
might be termed middle aged, the ‘’teens and 
early twenties, however, in the majority. This, 
the first draft, so to speak, was just from word- 
of-mouth advertising, for virtually no publicity 
had gone out prior to this meeting. 

The substantial character of the movement 
is best conveyed by the reputation of the peo- 
ple who make up the faculty of the school, and 
the official personnel of the organization as 
listed in the very-well-gotten-up pamplet that 
is being distributed by the promoters. 

According to this catalog the training of 
teachers in dramatic art, dancing, public speak- 
ing, diction, aid in self-expression, in play 
direction, play writing and music is embraced 
Branches will be conducted at seven different 
places in Harlem, as follows: Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Grace Congregational Church, 
Rendall Presbyterian Church, the residence of 
Miss A’Lelia Walker, Public School 89, the 
Urban League rooms, 15th Regiment Armory 
and the Dressing Room Club.

C. JORDON, the publisher, we picked up 
LUCIEN WIIITE, managing editor of THE N. 
Y. AGE, better known in professional circles 
as the one Negro whose writings on music and 
concert matters is accepted as authoritative. 
Too bad that h!is writings do not reach a greater 
reading public, one unrestricted by race. 

With these two we picked ap much that adds 
to the sum total of life's joys, including gossip, 
good ideas and gracious companionship. It was 
a great start for a busy evening. 

Then came a preopening view of the new

4 weekly campaign was carried on thru the 
colu of their local papers, letters were pub- 
ished from former residents, stating their in- 
tentions of being present, and giving bits of in- 
te ting reminiscence that helped to fan the 
flames of anticipation and to spread the con- 
tagious enthusiasm that finally culminated in 
the attendance of 830 of the 1,500 former resi- 
dents at the first big strictly home-coming 
event ever held in this country. This took 
place at Waterloo in 1905, and the acconnts of 
this event are still an inspiration to read.

The good people of Waterloo and the resi- 
dents of the county sent forth a general in- 
vitation that opened their homes to all the 
former residents, Those who had no relatives 
or personal acquaintances were given a special 
welcome to come. Everything was free to the 
visitors—the homes were opened to all, the 
parks free and the privileges were all to be 
enjoyed free of charge.

One church, the one 
where its members were driven over the top 
in the big drive, has this year reduced its 
pastor’s salary $500 a year and one of its most 


earnest and faithful members remarked: “I 
don't believe that there are three men in our 
cbureh under fifty years of age who care a 
snap whether the church lives or dies.” 

What is the reason for this reduction of 
salary and indifference on the part of th 


membership. It's the old age-long 
ef absenteeism over again. Farmers have lors 
ago found that you can't take everything from

the soil and put nothing back and keep ou 
farming. And it is time that we all learn 
that lesson, 

Charity isn’t the only thing that begins at 


home nor ends there either. We gain muscular 
strength by using our muscles. And that law 
holds good in every otber realm. Therefore 
the pe@le develop their likes and dislikes by 
exercising their faculties, 

Think of a little town of the size of Water- 
loo presenting a concert as the Smith- 
Spring-Holmes Orchestral Quintet, the Davies 
Opera Company—nine people—presenting such 
operas as “‘Martha’’, ‘‘Olivet’’, ‘‘Il Trovatore”’ 
and others of that type, and repeating them 
three seasons in succession as Waterloo has 
done. 

Al Sweet’s White Hussar Band—augmented 
for the big fairs—played this little village 
as a free attraction and was booked thru the

same agency that booked the State fairs from 
Minnesota to Texas. Yes, and at the same 
price that at least some of these fairs paid 
for this attraction. 


Jeanette Brown, of Toronto, Can., recently 
stated that it is her belief that we are doing 
entirely too much towards the paternalistic 
form of doing for peop'e and too Ittle towards 
aiding them in the way of inspirational en- 
deavor. She said: “It is much better to make 
children self-supporting citizens than it is to 
make them even healthy. Teach a boy to make 
himself healthy and he will be healthy by 
hab't and self-supporting in his efforts.”’ 

There must be some reason why the farmers 


who have given so much of their time and 
efoxt to providing for themselves and their 
families such splendid recreational activities 


and equipment are so unusually contented, and 
the further fact that when 600,000 farmers 
in this country have lcst their property dur 
ing the past three years that there is so little 
failure among these Wisconsin farmers around 
Waterloo. Why is it? 

In some of the sections in the West as 
many as sixty-two per cent of all the farmers 
are now bankrupt. 

It is more than passing strange that in thos 


States where we heard the most vociferous 
arguments over how to settle national problem» 
and universal conditions we find greater dis- 
tress than in this section where they con- 
centrated on working out their own salvation. 
This ought to cause us some real study. 

Just as we have found that it is hard to 


locate the invisible line between work and play 
so it hard to survey the field that should 
be allotted to amusement, play, recreation, 
sport, public gatherings, fellowship, community 
life and real living; then say this is different 
from the place of business where men make 
money, from the bank where it is cared for and 
made to multiply, the factory where things 
are made, the railroad where things are trans- 
ported.

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Picture Houses Suffer 
Because of Radio Fad 


Ten Million Homes With Re- 
ceiving Sets Keeping People 
From Theaters, Especially 
in Smaller Cities 


New York, March 24.—The amazing growth 
of the radio business, with 10,000,000 homes 
estimated to be equipped with receiving ap- 
paratus, ig making serious inroads upon the 
business of the motion picture theaters, ex- 
bibltors declare. While theater attendance in 
general is in a healthy state in the larger 
cities, metropolitan exhibitors admit that even 
their business is unfavorably affected on oc- 
easions when unusual programs are broadcast 
by the sending stations. 

An exhibitor who operates a chain of theaters 
in Northern New York State declared this 
week that the radio angle had him worried. 
He stated that every other family among his 
theaters’ patrons bas a radio set, and it re- 
quires a special attraction at the theaters to 
tear them away from the free performances 
coming thru the air. The attendance at the

It Strikes Me— 


N COMPANY with thousands of exhibitors I have often wondered why 

Douglas Fairbanks spent as much money and time making one super- 

spectacle a year—which never make any real profit—as it would take to 
produce four less massive pictures, on each of which he could undoubtedly 
make more money than on any one of his artistic successes. Well, I just 
learned the answer this week. The secret is out. 

Fairbanks is an a}truist. He doesn’t need more coin of the realm; decided 
he had enough before he made “The Three Musketeers”. He has declared 
that he is perfectly satisfied even if his big pictures don’t make any profit, just 
so long as they return the cost of production. He knows that if he would 
confine himself to producing pictures like those that “made him what he is 
today,” such as “The Mark of Zorgp”, “Manhattan Madness” and “His Picture 
in the Papers”, he could make liftrally bales of cash, but he doesn’t care 
about the idea. 

Fairbanks has purposely elevated himself to a position all his own. He 
doesn’t want to have to compete for popularity with the Valentinos, the Charlie 
Rays and the Harold Lloyds. So he produces magnificently beautiful pictures, 
spending at least a million dollars on each, and no more than one a year, 
Why? Because he likes it. 

Fairbanks’ pictures cost so much to produce that the exhibitor who plays 
them is charged proportionately big rentals at which comparatively small 
profits can be made. Some few exhibitors declare that they are perfectly 
willing to play a Fairbanks picture without profit. They are altruistic, too. 
They say it helps the industry; gives it a better tone. 

With Fairbanks the motion picture has become an art. With most ex- 
hibitors, however, it is still a business. The result is that Fairbanks is not 
producing for the picture theaters any longer. Witness the tieup with Morris 
Gest. Of course, if by some accident “The Thief of Bagdad” should lose money 
—and that’s not impossible—Fairbanks might not continue altruism to its 
present extent. Art is important, but business is business. 


And now Universal has joined the ranks of the high-rental concerns. Al 
Lichtman has convinced Carl Laemmle that he has been treating the ex- 
hibitors too gently, selling them pictures too cheaply. And this comes right 
on top of praise to Mr. Laemmle from hundreds of exhibitors, thanking him 
for the square deals and fair prices they have always been given with Uni- 
versal pictures, 

It is a fact that Universai has consistently in the past been satisfied with 
lower rentals for its product than perhaps any other concern. This policy, 
however, has not prevented Universal and Carl Laemmle from making a great 
deal of money. Now that Al Lichtman has convinced Mr. Laemmle that ex- 
hibitors should not be treated so gently, the exchange managers have delivered 
the new general manager’s instructions to their salesmen, and the salesmen 
have been out visiting the exhibitors, transmitting the glad rews. 

The result of Mr. Lichtman’s ideas-on the picture business will undoubtedly 
be that many exhibitors will agree to pay the higher rentals demanded. Also, 
many exhibitors will decide to forget about Universal pictures. Mr. Lichtman’s 
record is certainly no reason to expect that he will do well by Universal. 
There are a number of men in the picture business who hold high positions 
merely because they happened to be located advantageously when the industry 
was in its infancy. Many of these men are greatly overrated. One exhibitor 
who has always played Universal pictures wrote Mr. Lichtman when the latter 
joined Universal and advised him not to “try Famous Players salesmanship 
on Universal pictures.” Mr. Lichtman wrote back that he could not under- 
stand what the exhibitor meant. Maybe he is learning now. 


The customs and the business methods of years of show business is as 
nothing to the picture companies. A road show which has a weekly overhead 
of $6,000, carries two cars of scenery, fifty people and employs two advance 
men, plays on a straight percentage. But Metro (among others) has its own 
system for playing percentage dates. If you want to play “The White Sister” 
you must guarantee a fixed sum. The show comes in a can and you may 
be helped on its exploitation by an office boy publicity man, but just the same 
YOU, the exhibitor, must guarantee. 

“We'll play the picture with you on a fifty-fifty basis,” says Metro. 
Which reminds of the lunch-room proprietor who made hassenpfeffer. “Is it 
all rabbit?” he was asked. “Vivty-vivty,” was the reply. “Vun rabbit and 
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N. Y. Exhibitiors Protest 
Against Contemplated Bill 


Substitute Bill Now Awaiting 
Introduction in State Legisla- 
ture Would Be Worse Than 
Censorship, They Declare 
New York, mem eaten is declared to 


be the most drastic legislation ever aimed at 
the exhibitors is contained in a bill already 


drawn op and awaiting introduction in the 
New York State Legislature which provides for 
the repeal of the present censorship law and 
substitutes an amendment to the penal law. 

This bill, whose authorship has not been 
made known, makes it a misdemeanor for the 
exhibitor to show pictures which may be con- 
strued as obscene, indecent, immoral, in- 


human or sacrilegious, and provides that any 
violation of the law is not only punishable by 
fine and imprisonment, but that the license 
of the theater in which the ptcture objected to 
is shown may be revoked and that the theater 
mag be enjoined from being used as such. 

Bxhiditor leaders, who have been exerting 
every effort-to have the ‘tate censorship law 
repealed, declare’ that the substitute bil is 
worse than censorship itself. They assert that 
it would save picture producers almost a half 
million dollars annually in license fees, but 
would throw almost entirely upon the ex- 
hibitor the responsibility of showing pictures 
considered objectionable by reformers and the 
authorities. 

Sam I. Berman, an official of the Motion Pic- 
ture Theater Owners of New York State, said 
to a Billboard reporter that the bill in ques- 
tion is the most drastic in his experience. Mr. 
Berman returned to New York this week from 
Albany. He had been at the State capitol 
looking out for the various bills concerning the 
motion picture industry. 

The bill provides that if a judge believes 
that a picture theater has violated the pre 
scribed rules be may order the theater to be 
closed and not used for an indefinite period 
for other than dwelling purposes exclusively.

“WILD ORANGES” 


A Goldwyn Picture 


for sheer intensity of interest-compelling 
situation, sharp, accurate characterizations and 
the complete maintenance of an atmosphere 
of breathless suspense, it would be hard to 
beat “Wild Oranges"’. It cannot be readily 
classified under the heading of melodrama, 
for it contains none of the spurious, artificial 
mechanics of excitement ordinarily associated 
with this -type of play. The action is laid 
in the weird, creepy atmosphere of a Georgia 
swamp. Of the five characters in the play, 
three are odd, eccentric folks; one of them, & 
queer giant of a madman, alternately crying 
like a child and threatening murder, holds 
under the spell of his fearsome ugliness an 


old man, a relic of the Civil war, who is an 
utter coward, and his granddaughter, who has 
inberited his fear. Into this strange place 


enters a young man who falls in love with the 
girl and rescues her after a horrible adventure 
with the madman from the clutches of fear. 
There has been but one picture in the past 
with which “Wild Oranges’ can be compared 
and that is Griffith's “One Exciting Night’’. 
Griffith's picture was a trick play, an outright 
melodrama, which strained endlessly to create 
suspense. ‘‘Wild Oranges"’, on the other hand, 
presents no mystery except the mystery of 
what is going to happen next. It gains the 
weird atmosphere from the locale and the 
strangely assorted characters. Exceedingly 
clever direction sharpens the weirdness by 
the emphasizing of surrounding details, but not 


unnaturally. ‘“‘Wild Oranges’ is vastly differ- 
ent from the ordinary run of photoplays, It is 
thoroly- satisfying entertainment and if ex- 


ploited sensibly for just what it is cannot help 
but do well in any theater with any type of 
audience. It is sheer drama. 

In the cast are Frank Mayo, Virginia Valli, 
Ford Sterling, Nigel de Brulier and Charles 
A. Post. Of these the characterization of the 
madman as drawn by Post is the most out- 
standing. He is convincingly terrifying and 
yet excites a measure of sympathy by the very 
humanness of his portrayal. Virginia Valli 
displays a quality of acting rarely met with 
on the screen. Besides being a beautiful girl 
she is an unusually talented actress. 

Frank Mayo appears as John Woolfolk, a 
young man who, broken-hearted, when his young 
bride is killed in an accident, roams about the 
world in a small sailing boat with only one com- 
panion, a sailor. For three years he lives the al- 
most solitary existence, avoiding the tracks of 
men as much as possible. From women he 
especially steers clear, fearing that again he 
will fall in love and be betrayed by fate. One 
day off the coast of Georgia the supply of 
drinking water is exhausted and the boat puts 
into shore. By a small inlet Woolfolk finds a 
ramshackle home which he approaches to ask 
for wate. He ig met by a young girl, who at 
first looks upon him as tho he were some 
ferocious demon and, when her fears are al- 
layed, innocently approaches close to him and 
caresses him, to his embarrassment, as if he 
were some fairy prince. Woolfolk evades her 
and leaves abruptiy, arranging to send bjs 
man for water. When the man is attacked by 
a giant of a man, Nicholas, half mad, who 
has fastened himself upon the household of 
the girl, Millle Stope, and her fear-frenzied 
old grandfather, who threatens to kill him. 
Woolfolk comes back and confronts the giant, 
facing him down by his courage, The girl 
seeks out Woolfolk and against his will he is 
attracted by her innocence of the world, her 


naivete. She leaves him affrighted when 
Nichglas appears, but when that madman at- 
tempts to stab Woolfolk with a knife the 


latter overpowers him. The next day Wool- 
folk takes Millie out for a sail, the first time 
in her life she has been more than a mile 
away from her swamp-enclosed home. He tries 
to fight off his feeling for her, but cannot, and 
plans with her to take ber and her grand- 
father away 

At the appointed hour for the escape Vool- 
folk awaits the Stopes at the decayed wharf 
with a small boat attended by his man. The 
girl snd ber grandfather are “unable to get 
away, however, Nicholas having sensed the 
plot to evade him. When they try to get out 
thru a window he knocks the old man to the 


floor and carries Millie upstairs, where he 
Straps her to a bed. Unable to contain him- 
Self, Woolfolk advances upon the house. He 


finds the old man dead and, revolver in hand, 
walks upstairs to find Millie, He trips over a 
loose beard and before he can recover the 
gun which has slipped from his grasp the mad- 


man is upon him. The two struggle fright- 
fully, the slender Woolfolk at a great disad- 
vantage against the tremendous bulk and 
Strengto of the madman, Millie unties her 


bonds and runs downstairs. Woolfolk manages 
to stun Nicholas with a blow from a heavy 
banister post and the two rush to the dock, 
managing to get on board the small boat before 
the madman nears them. In a frenay Nicholas 


guaranteed. 
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rushes back to the house, now a mass of flames 
from an overturned lamp, and, recovering 
Woolfolk’s gun, rushes back to the wharf and 
sends its bullets shooting vainly at them. A 
great dog which had been chained up in the 
back of the house breaks his leash and springs 
upon Nicholas, eventually killing him. Wool- 
folk and Millle sail away to happier scenes.

“THE HOOSIER SCHOOLMASTER” 


A Bennett-Hodkinson Picture 


Without wishing to detract any from the 
credit due the director of ‘‘The Hoosier School- 
master’, the picture is primarily a triumph 
for the person who did the casting, assuming 
that that person is other than the director. 
The reason for this statement is that, while the 
picture is interesting from the standpoint of 
story and setting, its main feature is the un- 
usual types of people in the large cast. Most 
of them are new faces, and they fit so well 
into the parts assigned them that the picture 
takes on an aspect of vast difference from the 
usual run of films., ‘‘The Hoosier Schoolmaster” 
is a photoplay of the days before the civil war 
in Indiana. It is a distinctively artistic crea- 
tion in that it presents a graphic portrait of 
a bygone period of the old Middle West. It 
also has a simple, human-interest plot, with 
plenty of action and thrills, and from this 
double standpoint should be a welcome attrac- 
tion in any theater. 

The cast ig headed by Henry Hull in the title 
role and Jane Thomas. Hull is very gocd and 
Miss Thomas is sufficiently so to pass muster. 
As long as she is called upon merely to expreas 
passive resignation or sadness she is all right, 
but when at one moment a short bit of 
emotional acting is expected of her she over- 
acts most amateurisbly. However, this is a 
minor flaw, considering the excellence of the 
picture as a whole. Nat Pendleton, the pro- 
fessional wrestler, shows up well as a sort of 
sub-hero, his ability as a rough-and-tumble 
fighter serving the picture in good stead in a 


fight he has with one of the chief villains. 
Others in the cast are Frank Dane, Mary Foy, 
Walter Palm, Dorothy Allen, O. W. Hall, 
George Pelzer, Arthur Ludwig, Frank Andrews, 
Harold McArthur, the youthful Tom Brown, 
Adolf Link, Jerry Sinclair, Dorothy Walters 
and Dick Lee, 


Hull plays the part of Ralpb Hartsook, new 
school teacher, who comes to spread erudition 
in a backwoods section of the Hoosier State. 
Like Ichabod Crane in ‘Sleepy Hollow’, be 
boards out among the local citizenry, making 
a circuit of their homes from time to time. 
His first abode is in the home of Old Jack 
Means, who is the illiterate head of the school + 
board. Old Mrs. Means is a sour-faced gossip, 
who sees in the new teacher a fit mate for her 
daughter, Mirandy, a three-quarters wit.

“THE FIGHTING COWARD” 


A Paramount Picture 


“The Fighting Coward” is a clever and en- 
tertaining picture. It is a satire, broad enough 
at times to seem almost burlesque, upon the 
idea of the exaggerated chivairy of the South 
of ante-bellum days, when honor was a fetish 
and a vanity and a man was not a gentleman 
unless he was ready to murder at the drop of 
the bat. There are loads of laughs in the pic- 
ture of all shades of subtlety, most of them 
due to tbe sharp talents for comedy of Ernest 
Torrence and Noab Beery, edged on the whet- 
stoue of Director James Cruze’s mind. 

It is when the comedy gives way to the 
sentimental portion of the story that ‘The 
Fighting Coward’’ lapses unbecomingly, and 
thig fault may be laid at the door of Cullen 
Landis, who, as the hero of the piece, gives @ 
decidedly unsatisfactory and unconvincing por- 
trayal. This is most unfortunate, as the in- 
terest depends to a great extent upon the hero 
exciting the sympathy of the spectator, for it 
is that sort of part the title, “‘The Fighting 
Coward”, intimates, which was impersonated 
more roughly by Harold Lioyd in “Mama’s 
Boy”. On this account the effect of “The 
Fighting Coward’’ upon the lower-grade audi- 
ences is a matter of uncertainty. In the better- 
class bouses jt should delight the audiences, 
but in the lesser ones [ for one doubt that the 
picture will have aoy unusnal success, * 

Pictorially, tbe picture is very Onely executed. 
The old mansions of the Sertb and the pic- 
turesque steamboate and levees ef the Missis- 
sippi make a handsome background for the ac- 
tion of the play. 

Ernest Torrence is tprearicosly fonny as a 
Triver gambler who, despite his having killed 
more men than any man bot one ia the South, is 
se ridiculously polite and gentlemanly that it 
hurts one to watch him. As @ Villain Torrence 
is noble, but as a comedian he fs trresistible. 
Noah Beery runs him a goed second. Phyllis 
Haver is good and Mary Aster is very sweet 
and charming as the beroine. Others in the 
east are G. Raymond Nye, Richard Neal, Car- 
men Phillips, Broce Covington, Helen Dunbar 
and Frank Jonasson. 

Cullen Landis plays the part of a young man 
born in the South but bred in the North, who, 
when he goes back to live with his father, 
General Rumford, on the Iatter’s plantation, 
finds himself incapable of understanding the 
absurd ‘“‘code of honor’’ that prevails there. He 
is engaged to marry one of his father’s two 
wards, Elvira, but the latter renounces him 
when he refuses to engage in @ duel with a 
former suitor, Major Patterson. Tom’s father 
also throws him down for what he calls his” 
cowardice. Tom goes to Natchez and visits g 
gambling house run by General Orlando Jack- 
son for something to eat. He admires Jackson's 
bravery when he sees him kill two men, and 
immediately after eat ham and eggs with much 
gusto, and induces Jackson to take him on as 
an apprentice. Jackson is afraid of only one 
man, Captain Blackie, another gambler, who’ 
has eighteen dead men to his credit, and who 
just won his gambling house away from him. 
Blackie insults Tom, and the latter surprfses 
himself by beating the former to q frazzle in 
a fight. Jackson takes Tom with him on his 
gambling trips up and down the Mississippi, and 
Tom, under the name of Cunnell Blake, be 
comes notorious and feared as a killer, mainly 
by Jackson's good offices in scaring everybody 
they come up against. Jackson acts as a sort 
of advance publicity agent for Tom so effective- 
ly that everybody fears him, altho he has 
never had to fight anyone. 

One day Tom and Jackson debark at Mazg- 
nolia, where Tom's father’s plantation ig sit- 
uated, and Tom, masked, revisits his home, 
beating up the man for whom Elvira rejected 
bim and who she has married, and instilling fear 
into the hearts of everyone, his father in- 
cluded. Elvira's younger and prettier sister, 
Lucy, who was the only one at home to respect 
Tom for his gentleness, ig also the only person 
to recognize him under bis mask. When Tom 
takes off his mask his father takes him back 
to his bosom, especially happy because Tom 
pays off the mortgage on the plantation. Tom 
gives up his career as Cunnell Blake and goes 
back to chasing butterflies happily with Lucy.

If anything, it is a bit better than some of 
his past productions. The locale of the story is 
in the Southern mountains, the characters most- 
ly the rough, uncouth, mountaineer types of 
the days before industry bored its way into the 
backwoods regions, bringing mail order catalogs 
to show the corn-likker-imbibing natives the 
patent-leather shoes and peg-top trousers of 
urban civilization. Pickford plays one of these 
people and is very good. 

The picture abounds in well-drawn character- 
izations, has some fine touches of comedy and 
tragedy, and a dandy story. It should please 
everybody, there be'ng enough fast action to 
please the most redblooded. 

In the supporting cast are Lucille Rickson, 
Jane Keckly, Frank Leigh and Ralph Yearsley. 
Miss Rickson, who made her film debut in 
“Judgment of the Storm’, is an appealing lt- 
tle person. She screens handsomely and is 
not lacking in ability. 

Pickford plays the part of young Jed Me- 
Coy, living with his father and mother on a 
rocky farm in the Southern hills. The shanty 
they call home is as disreputable looking as the 
homespun clothing they wear. Jed’s father has 
just informed his son that there are valuable 
coal deposits on the land and that he should 
be carefol in case anything hap;ened not to 
let the farm fall into the hands of the 
“‘furriners’—all strangers’ being thus labeled. 
A shot suddenly rings out and Jed’s father 
drops dead, murdered from ambush.

WHEN REDUCING WAR TAXES 


ONGRESS is having plenty of trouble at this time trring to reduce taxes and 
C keep up revenues at the same time. The condition was certain to prevail after the 

world war, as it did after other wars. . . . 

Endeavoring to make reductions where possible, Congress is met on all sides with 
advice and demands. . . 

Among the matters under consideration are proposals to change or do away wth 
taxes on entertainments. It would seem from report that there is a strong feeling 
in favor of doing away with the ten per cent tax on all admissions up to fifty cents, 
and centinuing the ten per cent tax on those tickets sold at a higher price. It has 
been suggested that a twenty-five per cent tax be placed on tickets selling at one 
dollar and above. 

The injustice of this whole proposition is evident when analyzed. In the present 
scheme of doing things the low-priced ticket means moving pictures or local, amateur 
concerts or vaudeville entertainments. The inference is that the public may attend 
such events without paying anything to the Government for the privilege. But if 
the common people should be so unreasonable as to desire to patronize the fine arts, 
to hear great artists sing or play, or to see great actors on the dramatic stage, then 
they must pay the penalty 

It doesn’t seem right. The best should be encouraged rather than paohibited. 
Admitting the general worth of the motion picture play and giving it full claimed 
educational value, the most enthusiastic advocate of the screen drama would scarcely 
indicate preference between a picture play and a really fine dramatic production. 
The artists appearing for a single audience must be paid and tickets to hear or see 
them cannot be sold for fifty cents—then let the people content themselves with 
reading an account of the performances. This is the attitude of the congressmen 
who wish to discriminate in taxation. 

If there must be a tax on “‘amusements’’, as the whole ticket proposition is 
generally designated, it should be equal and fair. Let the ten per cent tax re- 
main, applicable to the low-priced ticket as well as that higher-priced. If it is 
possible for the national legislators to do away with this nuisance, then remove 
the tax from all admission tickets. Congress shonld make it easier for the people 
to get the best in art rather than put a premium upon the mediocre. It is not 
meant by this to suggest that the fifty-cent shows are not worth the price charged— 
but to indicate that the three-dollar shows are usually worth three doliars—and 
often more.

MODERN MUSICAL NOTATION 


Invented 900 Years Ago By Guido 


N 1023 the perpetnation of music was made possible by Guido, a monk of Arezzo. 

Before Guido brought into use the method of indicating music notes on lines 

there was no way for melodies to be put into circulation other than that of 

transmission from person to person by humming or whistling. The name of the 

creator of a melody was soon forgotten, and when new tunes were heard old ones 
were discarded and heard no more. 
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The method at first employed by Guido in transcribing music was different from bed 
that used today. Instead of having five horizontal lines with notes in the spaces ras 
between them as well as on them, he used four lines with notes only in the spaces. ay 
Previous to him another monk had devised a method with the use of the lines where- x 
by one note was indicated upon which the melody was begun, and to complete it By 
there was a series of directions for the melody to go up or dowg as the case might S 
be, with no means for making accurate esch note. ot 

At that time the making of a manuscript of music was an art, for not only were = 
notes placed for practical purposes, but they served a decorative purpose as well. x 
There was a wide variety in the colors and the shapes of the notes for fhe various Sel 
spaces, and other indications that were necessary were made to please the eye as x 
well as inform the brain. 7 

In the first space the note was written fn red ink. It was not essential that a cod 
round note be made, such as those employed in the standard music of today, but the Psa 


person who made the manuscript tried to put originality in his work. so in filling 
the space allotted to note he might draw a miniature picture. Other spaces had 
their own’ particular colors, too, but the first space, ‘f"’, was distinguished in all 
of the manuscripts by its flaring red color. 

Composers then did not make the copies of their compositions which were on 
public display. Professional manuscript artists undertook the task of providing copies 
which would draw attention from the composer’s crude outlines. It was in the 
monasteries that the finer manuscripts were made on heavy, enduring parchment by 
men who toiled untiringly, working sometimes for days on a single page of the music. 

It was the development of the art of making decorative manuscripts that es- 
tablished Guido's invention. When he first displayed his method of notation it was 
laughed at and said to be impractical, but as the artistic manuscripts appeared the 
antagonism ceased. 

Guido, a Benedictine monk, was born in 995 somewhere near Paris. There is 
but little authentic information to be had regarding his life. The monastery of St. 
Maur des Fosses was where he received his education, and it was later, when he 
was in the monastery of Arezzo, that he created his system of musical notation. 
His deep knowledge of music and his ingemous invention were responsible for his 
commission as prior to the Camaidulenser monastery in Avellano in 1029, where he 
died on May 17, 1050. —NEW YORK TIMES.

Mrs. Showles: “She frequently came to York 
with her brother’s circus and with that of 
Jonn O’Brien. Her husband, who started his 
cirens career at 12 wears of age. was Jacob 
Showles, who died January 1, 1912, at the 
age of 84. It was at the desire of her brother, 
who wanted her companionship, that Mrs. 
Showles first entered the life of the circus. 
She met and morried her husband while with 
the cirens, and under his direction learned to 
break and perform trick and dancing horses. 
Mr. end Mra. Showles adopted a boy at the 
age of seven years and under the tutorship of 
Mr. Showles he was taught bareback riding. 
At an early age the bey rode four ponies, 
quite an act for one of his years. He sub- 
sequently became known as the celebrated 
William Showles, for years the main feature 
of the P. T. Barnum Circus, and was considered 
by Dan Rice the greatest bareback rider in 
the world. Showles js living in New York, his 
home since hia retirement from his profession, 
following an accident in which his knee cap 
was broken.”

SOUTH DAKOTA IN GOOD 
FINANCIAL CONDITION 


Fact That Ejicht Per Cent 
of Banks Have Closed 


Despite 


Owing to the fact that about 8 per cent 
of the banks in Sonth Dakota have closed, 
much unfavorable publicity bas been given that 
State, writes W. H. King, secretary of the 
Mitchell (S. D.) Chamber of Commerce.

King believes this may have the effect of giving 
the owners of circuses and carnivals the wrong 
impression of conditions in South Dakota, and 
in this connection writes: 

“As a matter of fact this State is in a 
splendid financial condition, with deposits of 
more than $140,000.000 in the State and na- 
tional banks of South Dakota, and with unsold 
crops valued at tens of millions of dollars yet 
on the farms of the State South Dakota will 
speedily reach a normal condition. For twelve 
or fifteen years the State has occupied the 
proud position of producing more new wealth 
per capita in the form of crops, livestock and 
gold and other minerals than any other State 
in the union. With a population of only 650,000 
it has more than heid its own with States 
having populations of 2,000,000 and upward. 

“The nine principal railways operating in 
South Dakota report annually to the department 
of history the grain and livestock which their 
lines haul from South Dakota to markets in 
other States. The last available figures showing

these marketings, those for 1922, show that 
Write for Complete during that year wheat, corn, oats, bariey, 
List. rye, flax, horses, cattle, bogs, sheep and other 


products brought the farmers of the State an 
aggregate sum of $175,893,929.30. 

“The production for 1923, as compiled in the 
final reports of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, was 6.22 per cent greater than in 
1922. It appears fair to assume that the 
marketing will be greater this year, but using 
the same figures it shows that South Dakota 
farmers, on the average, sold outside of South 
Dakota's borders and brought into South Da- 
kota $2,345 each. In addition the farmers fed 
all town dwellers, as well as their own fami- 
lies. In 1923 the total agricultural production 
of South Dakota was $374,325,402. The amuse- 
ment people will find an opening in South 
Dakota for legitimate high-class circuses and 
carnivals.

eontrary—that age has soothed his violent 
temper, that he broke a leg last summer and 
that numerous other fatal things happened to 
him. The horse was raised by the McHugh 
tros., oldtimers in the ranching business in 
Alberta. In a recent letter received from 8. 
R. Thompson, president of the Rotary Club at 
Pendleton, Ore., and one of the fathers of the 
famous Pendelton Roundup—one of the most 
spectacular cowboy contests in America—he 
says concerning the great Alberta buck : 
*“Fox"’ was unridden in 1925, throwing six top 
riders. He was ridden in 1920, but I think it 
was because we had him too Tot and he was 
net given a fair chance. They were afraid of 
him and almost cut him in two with the cinch. 
Rut he is considered by riders as the hardest 
horse in the world today.’ ‘Fox’ reached the 
height of his bucking fame when he won the 
championship at Weadick's Stamp de at New 
York City in 1916, where he w ridden under 
the name of ‘I-Don’t-Know’ and ‘Reservat 
He has been known in Pendleton as ‘No Name’. 
The Calgary Stampede management say they 
ive four horses just as good as ‘Fox’. One of 
them no doubt is ‘Alberta Kid’, owned by Guy 
Weadick, which was achaowtedges the best 
bucking horse at the 1923 Stampede, having 
thrown seven men during the contest. A large 
delegation from Pendleton is expected to visit 
the Calgary Stampede in July, and no dovbt 
their yisit will be returned by many Albertans 
to the Pendleton Roundup in September."’

and under the same (or practically the same) 
win-bvy-merit rules under which Canadian cham 
pionships are awarded."’

RAILROADS ANNOUNCE 
RATES FOR 1924 FAIRS 


One and One - Half Fare for 
Round Trip Offered by 
Most Lines 


President Thomas H. Canfield, of the Inter- 
national Association of Fairs and Expositions, 
some time ago undertook the task of finding 
out just where the membership stood in regard 
to passenger rate control and the division of 
ee The results of his work have been 
tabulated and copies sent to all me mbers of the 
International Association. 

A perusal of the reports from the various 
railway lines shows that most of them are 
offering a rate of one and one-half fare for 
round trip, with certain time limitations. Space 
will not permit publishing the rates and con- 
ditions promulgated by all lines, but some of 
the more important rulings are given below 
for the guidance of fair secretaries. More 
complete details may be obtained from officials 
of the various passenger associations, The 
editor of the fair department has a list of 
these officials, with addresses, on file, and will 
be glad to inform any fair official whom to 
address in order to obtain information regarding 
passenger fares. 


Western Passenger Association Rates 


Special rates offered by the lines comprising 
the Western Passenger Association «are an- 
nouncefl as follows: 

STATE FAIRS: For all State fairs in West- 
ern Passenger Association territory held during 
1924, rate of fare and one-third based on cur- 
rent one-way fares, with minimum of $1 to be 
made from all points within the State, with the 
same exceptions as to territory from which 
rates would apply as were made during 1923. 

COUNTY FAIRS: For county fairs held in 
Western Passenger Association territory during 
1924, the basis to be fare and one-half of the 
current one-way fares, from points in the 
county; minimum excursion fare 50 cents; frac- 
tion of a cent to be considered a full cent. 
Application for rates for county fairs at com- 
mercial centers should first be submitted thra 
the association prior to announcements being 
made. 

DISTRICT and INTERSTATE FAIRS: For 
district and interstate fairs held in Western 
Passenger Association territory during 1924. of 
sufficient jmportance to warrant the reduction, 
basis of one and one-half of the current one- 
way fares to be applied from points within 
seventy-five miles: minimum excursion rate 50 
cents; fraction of a cent to be considered a full 
cent. Whenever such fairs are held at com- 
mercial centers or in cases where it may_be 
considered advisable to extend the seventy-five- 
mile radius, applications should first be sub- 
mitted thru the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion for expression of views -of interested lines, 
In submitting the matter interested lines should 
give full explanation as to the necessity of 
extending the radius. 

DATE OF SALE AND LIMITS: Sell one day 
in advance of the opening and on each day of 
the fair; return limit one day following the 
closing day, Sundays not to be cour ted. ‘Tic kets 
to be limited for continuous passage in each 
directi going trip to begin on date of sale. 

APVERTISING: No advertising to be done 
by the carriers in premium lists, catalogs and 
ether publications of similar nature. 


Canadian Lines 


The Canadian Passenger Assoviation, eastern 
ines, announces a rate of one and one-third 
fare for round trip, minimum of 25 cents for 
adults or children, from points where the lowest 
one-way first-class fare to place of exhibitior 
does not exceed $3. Tickets good going by 
afternoon trains of the day prior to the first 
day of exhibition, and all trains on date or 
dates of same, valid to return until day after 
closing day of exhibition. The ruling of the 
western lines is practically the same. 

The Central Passenger Association, the Trunk 
Line Association and the New England Puassen- 
ger Association all have announced a rate of 
one and one-half re gular fare for round trip, 
with minimum of 25 cents, and a maximum dis- 
tance of 75 miles. ‘The Southeastern and the 
Southwestern Associations are expected to make 
special rates, but had made no announcement 
at the time Mr. Canfield made his inquiries. 
The ‘Trans-Continental Passenger Association 
makes no arrangements for special rates to 
fairs. as it deals only with fares for trans- 
continental traffic.

Local Papers Call on Directors to 
“Liven Up” Fair to Increase 
Attendance 


Springfield, O., March 21,.—After consider- 
able discussion, members of the board of di- 
rectors of the Clark County Fair decided to 
abolish the free vaudeville acts this year in 
an endeavor to cut down expenses. No substi- 
tute attractionghas been provided as yet, but 
he board members say they are endeavoring toe 
make up an athletic program for local amateurs. 

Other money-saving plans include the elimi- 
nation of certuin classes of exhibits and 
premiums, including household arts. 

The newest plans for cutting expenses on the 
fair have aroused considerable discussion. They 
are in line with similar plans put into effect 
every year for the last several years, when 
the patronage at the fair has steadily declined.

UNIQUE FEATURES PLANNED 


FOR SAVANNAH FAIR 


March 21.—Some unique fea- 
tures are being planned for the 1924 Savannah 
Fair and Exposition At the annual meeting 
held early this month C. F. Moses stated that 
the committee on entertainment had a plan 
on foot that would provide a program of en- 
tertainment surpassing anything hitherto shown 
here at the fair and he hoped that authority 
would be given the committee to work it out 
to a successful conclusion. Among other things 
it was suggested that Savannah shonld stage 
each year at the opening of the fair some 
historical event connected with Savannah, as 
is done at Tampa every winter with the land- 
ing of Gasparilla.

It was decided to try to have this done 
and Mr. Jackson, industrial agent for the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway, was instructed to take 
steps toward that end. Mr. Morehouse pre- 
sented an outline of the work of the associa- 
tion for the year. It ineludes the sale of the 
balance of the authorized bond issue, beautify- 
ing of the grounds, securing the erection of a 
Chatham county building at the grounds, and 
many other things for the benefit of the fair. 


CITY OFFERS FAIR SITE 


Efforts to revive the fair at San Antonio, 
Tex., were launched this month when a com- 
mittee of citizens visited a fair site near 
Breckenridge Park offered the fair association 
by the city. The committee was favorably im- 
pressed and took the matter under considera- 
tion. The site would be placed at the disposal 
of the fair association free of cost, but the 
association would have to stand the cost of 
improvements. 

For several years promoters of the annual 
fair have been endeavoring to secure a fair 
site and at one time the city went so far as to 
purchase a tract for $150,000, but this deal was 
knocked out when it was learned that the debt 
could not be contracted by the city. 

One of the stumbling blocks to acceptance of 


the site now under consideration is that in 
case the site is selected a fee would be 
charged for admission to the fair, and such 


charge might be in opposition to the deed of the 
property to the city.

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ADMINISTRATION OF 
CONCESSIONAIRE LAW 


Workings of Ohio Statute Ex- 
plained by G. R. Lewis, Man- 
ager Ohio State Falr 


As the new fair season approaches conces- 
sionaires are beginning to send in inquiries 
cerning the concessionaire law in Ohio which 
was tried out last year. At the winter meet- 
ing of the Ohio Fair Boys in Columbus, O., @ 
paper on “‘The Administration of the Conces- 
sionaire Law in Ohio’’ was read by G. R. 
Lewis, manager of the Ohio State Fair and 
chief of the fair division of the Department 
of Agriculture. As the administration of the 
law is in Mr. Lewis’ hands he is undoubtedly 
better qualified to speak of it than anyone 
else, and his paper, which follows, is well 
worth the attention of every fair man and 
concessionaire: 

For a number of years public sentiment has 
been molding itself into such a shape that it 
would eventually demand a law on the statute 


books of Obio governing concessions at State, 
county and independent fairs. 
On the 29th of April, 1923, your senators 


and representatives, assembled in the 85th 
session, passed a inw known as the Silver- 
Bragg bill. This bill was prepared by fair men, 
introduced in the Senate and House by fair 
men and passed unanimously. The administra- 
tion of this law fell to the lot of the Department 
of Agriculture. As chief of the Fair Division 
in the Department of Agriculture, it became 
my duty to enforce the iaw. As chief of the 
Fair Division, I must either stand for the law 
or against it. I must either observe the oath 
1 have taken or break it. As long as I am 
chief in this department, I am going to do my 
best to administer the law as nearly right as 
possible. No reasonable man can expect any- 
thing else of an executive officia). 

We hear a great deal about what is com- 
monly known as “putting the lid on’. If 
we took the ‘“‘lid off’ in the concessionaire 
law 1 see no use for the deliberations and 
resolutions which have been passed in former 
years by this and similar organizations. The 
greatest breach of good government lies in the 
fact that laws are not enforced. A dozen 
good fair board members can bring about law 
eufurcement where lawlessness has prevjously 
prevailed. The fair man who hesitates to give 
his suppert to any movement toward law en- 
forcement believing it would injure his busi- 
ness is as much a coward as the soldier on 
the battle field who turns bigs back to the 
enemy 

On July 17, 1923, the present law became ef- 
fective. On July 9 the first license was issued. 
During the season which closed on October 30 
814 licenses were issued and 3,101 rejected. 

In the enforcement of this law a great 
many difficulties were encountered. No pro- 
vision was made in the law to care for the 
financial support necessary for the enforcement 
of the same. I personally appeared before 
the State Board of Control asking for a num- 
ber of inspectors and a stenographer to assist 
in the work One stenographer and three fn- 
spectors were granted upon my request. The 


expenses connected with the administration of 
the present law during the season were as 
follows: S%1,SS1.84 for wages, $1,257.20 for 


traveling expenses, making a total of $3,139.04 
for the administrative work, with a total of 
$4,060 in receipts. This shows that the law 
Was more than self-supporting, 

I want at this time to express by apprecia- 
tion to the fair officials of the different fairs 
thruout the State for the courtesies shown our 
inspectors. In quite a few instances some of 
the boys of the fair boards were of the opinion 
that the inspectors were sent onto the ground 
to watch the fair officials. This is far from 
true. The inspectors were sent out to watch 
the men who were operating the concessions. 
The men were sent to your fair to assist you 
and not to watch you. It is very gratifying to 
know that in almost every instance the fair 
beard was willing to co-operate in order to 
clean up. We found practically no trouble 
coming from the fair officials. Our troubles 
were caused by crooked concession men. Some 
complaints have come to the office stating that 
the enforcement of the present law would cur- 
tail the receipts of the different fairs. During 
the past six weeks a questionnaire has been 
sent to each secretary thruout the State and it 
is very pleasing indeed to see that more than 


eighty-five per cent of the fairs this year 
received more for their concessions than in 
1922. 


That we may not be misunderstood or unduly 
criticized, I want to inform the fair boys that 
our department ig not opposed to cléan, whole- 
some amusements on the midway at agricul- 
tural fairs, but in our effort to administer this 
law we are trying to stop all gambling de- 
vices, lotteries, so-called games of skill, etc., 
that are under the control of the operator at 
all times. There were some _ concession& 
licensed during the past year which started 
out trne to color, but due té6 dishonest opera- 
tors were made crooked The question has 
been asked a multitude of times. “‘What con- 
stitntes gambling?'’ The following five prin- 
ciples will give you my ideas along thi& line: 

1. Any machine, mechanical device or 
scheme that gives or tends to give more at 
one time than it does at another for the same 
amount of money invested. 


2. Any game of skill where a prize is of- 
fered as a bait or inducement to get a person 
to invest his money in a game of skill for 


the purpose of trying to win a prize unless 
each player gets a prize, and all prizes offered 
be of the same kind or value. 

3. Any game or device where it is claimed 
the player gets the worth of his money every 
time, but has a chance of getting more than 
his money’s worth once in a whlie, depending 
on the result of the play. 

4. Ant game or device where skill of the 
owner or proprietor igs an element or enters 
nto the game. 


5. Any game, play, plan, operation or de- 
vice used by which prizes are an inducement 
and in which winning of the prize depends 
in whole or in part upon chance. 

I asked one of our prominent fair secretaries 


in Ohiv a short time ago why he was so anxious 
for so much midway on his grounds. His re- 
ply was: *‘Because there is money in it’’. He 
never was so mistaken in any statement in all 
his life. There is no money in it. This man 
is cheating his fair association, the public and 
himself. Fairs should be and are organizations 
for the betterment of agriculture and industrial 
relations. It is true we need a certain amount 
of entertainment at fairs, but we do not need 
the kind that teaches our boys and our girls 
to gamble for the necessaries of life. 

Fairs never have been a paying proposition. 
The State of Ohio has realized this and there- 
fore we have on our statute books today a law 
authorizing the payment of $2,800 of county 
funds towards the support of your fair. A 
prominent actor was once asked what person 
in the audience he tried to impress or to 
please, “Little John and Mary in the front 
seat,’’ was the unusual reply. If I can please 


the boy and girl in the front seat, I can 
easily please his parentS. In planning future 
fairs, is it not John and Mary on the front 


Seat we are trying to please? 

The agricultural fair is the producers’ chance 
to reach the greatest number of people at one 
time and is one of the greatest educational 
and advertising mediums erer conceived by 
the mind of man for an agricultural nation. 
A good fair secretary backed by a good fair 
board is a self-made man thru his own in- 
dustry. If he is loyal and ambitious he is 
bound to secure the support of the agricultural 
folks, the merchants and the industrial people 
in his community. He is not dependent upon 
the crooked concessionaire to make his fair a 
success. His profession is placed on a level 
with that of the educational institutions of the 
day. He succeeds in spite of strife, discord, 
discouragement, criticism and sometimes actual 
antagonism. He is always thinking and plan- 
ning for the welfare of his fair patrons and 
the folks of his community. 

Probably the first agricultural fair held with- 
in the United States was held in Charleston, 
8. C., in 1784, Its avowed purpose was ‘‘to 
better methods of cultivation’. Another fair 
of very early date was that held under the 
auspices of the Massachusetts Agricultural So- 
ciety at Cambridge in 1804. No premiums 
were awarded, the fair being characterized 
chiefly by the sale of agricultural products 
and cattle. In European countries fairs have 
been held for this purpose from time im- 
memorial. In 1808 a second fair was held at

Fair Secretary Discusses

Should Agents of Standard Pub- 
lications Be Required To 
Pay for Their Privilege as 
Concessionaires Do?

At the 1923 fair I was told by the representa- 
tives of The Progressive Farmer, a high-grade 
farm paper, published at Raleigh, N. C., that 
they usually were required to pay for the right 
to canvass the fair grounds by practically every 
fair they attended, paying from £5 to as high 
as €25. And they seemed much surprised 
when I told them that we had never charged 
such agents anything at all. Now if a fair 
is being run solely as a profit-making enter- 
prise, to yield dividends, then this question 
resolves itself into a ‘“‘business’’ question sole- 
ly, and the management is justified in getting 
all that the ‘‘traffic will bear’. 

But I doubt very much if there is a single 
organization in the Virginia Association of Fairs 
that would plead guilty on the above proposi- 
tion. But, on the other hand, I firmly believe 
that they, as is the case with the Fluvanna 
Fair Association, are working primarily for

Cambridge, and for that occasion fifty dollars 
was raised, the money being used in premiums 
for the “‘best lamb, steer, milch cow, jackass 
and horse actually sold upon the occssion. 
As a matter of interest I will cite one other 
organization which held fairs in the early 
years of our republic, the Columbian Agricul- 
tural Society, composed of citizens of Mary- 
land, Virginia and the District of Columbia. 
This organization held its first fair in May, 
1809, and thru the agency of these fairs and 
exhibits this society continued active for many 
years in promoting agricultural education among 
farmers. One of these early societies which is 
still active is the Ohio State Fair, organized 
in 1850, having for its purpose “‘the holding of 
annual fairs where citizens might be encouraged 
by exhibitions, premiums and other means, to 
develop and improve the productions of agricul- 
ture and every species of native industry.” 
Before starting out to issue any licenses for 
concessions an advisory board was named to ad- 


vise and counsel regarding the concessions 
which should be permitted under the present 
law. This board is composed of Myers Y. 


Cooper, president of the Ohio Fair Boys; R. Y. 
White, vice-president; A. P. Sandles, president 
of the Ohio Fair Circuit; C. V. Truax, director 
of agriculture: H. . Caton, master of Ohio 
State Grange: L. B. Palmer, president of 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation; Don Detrick, 
secretary Logan County Fair. A number of 
applications for concessions were considered at 
i meeting of this board and a plan of work 
outlined for the season. This has been fol- 
lowed out very closely and has proven entirely 
satisfactory. 

It has been brought to our attention that 
some of the concession owners claim they have 
leased their coneessions for the season and 
when eomplaints are made relative to these 
concessions, the operator tries to relieve. his 
responsibility by stating that he does not own 
the concession. If a man is capable of being 
the owner he should be made to accept the 
responsibility that goes with ownersh'p. 

We realize that newspapers are mediums of 
public opinion. In some instances stories have 


been printed regarding county fairs and later 
it has been found that these stories were 
false. We would suggest that you get ac- 


quainte€ with the newspapers in your com- 
munity and see that you get only publicity 


the upbuilding of their respective counties 
and particularly for the betterment of the 
farming interests—witness the wonderful  in- 


crease and growth of the space given by nearly 
all of the Virginia fairs to the farm and home 
demonstration work and to the young people's 
club work and to the public schools, the 
ultimate object being the production of better 
farmers in the near future. 

Now farmers have only about three methods 
of learning of any improvements that may be 
made in their line of work—first, which is 
the olden method and still by far the com- 
moner, he learns from some one near him who 


had ‘‘tried it’’. Or he gets it from the county 
farm agent if one is employed by his county 
or by taking and reading the standard farm 


publications. If one will take a broad survey, 
not only of the United States, but also of 
Canada, England and her dependencies, and the 
most advanced States of Europe, it will quick- 
ly be seen that those sections that show the 
most progressive spirit and practice in agricul- 
ture are largely composed of progressive men 
who take and carefully read the best agricul- 
tural literature, while the backward com- 
munities are the ones in which very little, or 
even no such literature, is read. 

It may be laid down as axiomatic that the 
primary object of a fair organization is the 
fostering and upbuilding of agriculture, and If 
any other object is primarily sought then such 
organization is not doing its full duty to it- 
self, its community, its State or to the nation. 
Much can and is being done in this line by 
each fair, thru ita exhibits, and the bring- 
ing together the great mass of the people, but 


it can do more, viz.: It can aid its patrons 
in securing the best grade of agricultural 
literature. Now it is a lamentable fact that 


a very great number of the farming class are 
deeply opposed to anything that is offered tn 
print on the subject of farming That is a 
relic of the days long since past, when the 
great mass of farm literature was either un- 
reliable or too technical to really reach the 
average man; but the great mase of such 
literature of the present day is eminently prac- 
tical, so much so that our farming interests 
will not reach their full power ‘nt!l ail prac- 
ticing farmers begin to keep themselves posted 
as to what “the other fellow’ ts doing. 

How are they to be induced to take these 


papers? There is so small a profit to the 
publisher that he simply cannot send a can- 
vasser to visit each and every prospective sub- 
scriber, solicitations by mail yield but scanty 
results, local agents are often but indifferent 
agents, while untold thousands of the people 
are reading a class of so-called ‘‘farm papers” 
that are at best but poor stuff, their greatest 
virtue in the opinion of the subscriber being 
the quality of “cheapness”, and they are cheap 
in every sense of the word. 

Now the fair brings together the great ma- 
jority of the people of the entire section, in 
many cesses the people of all adjoining coun- 
ties, and where could a better opportunity be 
found to present the merits of the best pub- 
lications? Many secretaries would say: “ ell, 
We have spent a lot of cash to get this crowd 
together. These agents have the advantage 
thereof, let them pay something.”’ But it must 
be remembered that better farmers make a 
better fair, and a better fair makes still bet- 
ter farmers, thus the issue comes squarely 
back to the matter of the basic policy of the 
organization. And the answer, to my mind, is, 
give the freedom of the grounds to all repre- 
sentatives of standard publications, and thus 
foster and aid in the upbuilding of the whole 
farming country. This has from the first been 
the policy of this organization, and we have 
found that in the long run it pays. 

NOTE—What do other secretaries think on 
this subject? The fair editor would be glad 
to have opinions and experiences of other fairs. 


FAIRS ARE WORTH THE PRICE 


Educational Value Justifies Cost Many 
Times Over, Says Tampa 
Newspaper Man 


One of the topics that has been discussed at 
practically every fair meeting held this winter 
is “Are Educational Features of the Fair Sub- 
ordinated to Amusement Features"’, or a similar 
topic, and it has been generally agreed among 
fair men that the educational side of the fair 
is not being relegated to a minor position but 
is functioning as it should. This view has been 
confirmed by many unbiased observers, who ree- 
ognize that while the fair is an educational in- 
Stitution it must provide some lighter fare for 
its patrons and that the entertainment pro- 
grams are fully justified. 

An editorial writer on The Tampa (Fila.) 
Daily Times, writing under the name of Spuds 
Johnson in the February 23 issue of that paper, 
asks ‘‘Are Fairs Worth the Price’, and answers 
the question in the affirmative. His observa- 
tions are worth repeating. Here is what he 
has to say: 

“*Is it worth the price?” That is the ques- 
tion I find myself asking just about every time 
I visit a fair. And, to be honest, I've never 
been able to answer it to my complete satisfac- 
tion. However, it has been answered. I went 
to Tampa to take in the South Florida Fair, 
which, by the way, was a whopper. Spent abont 
a day in looking at the exhibits. Late in the 
afternoon I got tired and edged over into one 
of the booths to rest. 

“It was the Alachua County booth and I got 
to talking to Mr, Craft, the county agent, whe 
was in charge. Along comes a sensible-looking 
woman and said to Mr. Craft: ‘Is the cushaw 
good to eat?’ Of course the agent told the 
lady all about this famous vegetable fruit. 

“In a few minutes here comes a fellow who 
later on was heard saying he is a real estate 
man. And he wanted to know if silage ien't 
a fertilizer. He wanted to argue when in- 
formed that it ts a cow feed. 

“Later I strolled into the St. Johns County 
booth. While looking the exhibit over I heard 
a visitor asking the lady agent in charge: 
*‘Can's you use the peel of the tangerine for 
making fancy gloves?’ In answering, the lady 
in the booth showed she possessed a degree of 
patience which few of us ever attain. She said: 
“It has never been done. I'm afraid they would 
not wear very well.’ 

“And a fellow came along in a minute and 
asked a man in the booth if the sugar cane he 
Was arranging wasn’t hand painted. 

“But all the questions were not so silly. I 
recall several instances when persons asked for 
and received most valuable farm or home in- 
formation. One exhibitor told me he spent half 
an hour explaining to a farmer the advantages 
of testing seed. Another spoke of spending 
hours telling interested farmers about the prin- 
ciples of pruning fruit trees, 

“Well, all this has made me think of fairs 
in a different light. I've come to the conclu- 
sion that they are all right. Their educational 
value as shown herein justifies their cost many 
times over. They are worth the price."*

seare the angels away. Yes, Waterloo 
preaches @ sermon as well as it tells a story. 

If I am able to do any logical constructive 
thinking at all it certainly does seem that this 
problem is a world one. The philosophy worked 
out at Waterloo, Wis., is the philosophy that 
will save the world if worked out on the same 
broad basis that it is being worked eut at 
Waterloo. 

The following editorial appeared in Henry 
‘ord’s paper, February 9 issue, and it probably 
reflects the great builder's philosophy Detter 
than anything that we might say. Here it is: 

“There is much that the United States can 
do for Europe when Europe permits it. To 
date Burope only asks for money. Europe can 
do nething with money exeept perpetuate the 
ruinous system which is responsible for her 
present plight. Money ig the result, net the 
cause, of better ways of doing things. For ex- 
ample, there is no country in Europe today 
whose first care fs its own people. In France 
and Germany the industrial philosophy is to 
use the people to produce what must be sold 
elsewhere, not to produce on such a scale as 
shall render the people themselves able to buy. 
German industrialists visiting the United States 
show themselves to be utterly impervious to 
the possibility and advantage of making the 
German people so prosperous thrm their own 
labors that they shall themselves become the 
purebasers of their products. A great Getman 
industrial magnate, when shown 5,000 anto- 
mobiles parked outside a factory, eonfessed 
himself unable to mentally ascend to the 
thought of enabling the German workman to 
own his own car. French industrialists show 
like incapacity, The British are less dense to 
the idea, but almost as much disinclined to the 
experiment. The European idea is an industrial

class subsisting on the narrowest margin or no 
margin at all, while their products go to 
‘foreign markets’. It is the home market that 
measures a nation’s prosperity.’’ 

The question naturally arises, Why don’t 
they do it? Henry Ford himself has demon- 
strated the practicability of the plan. Henry 
has worked it. Henry has made it pay. 
What more is wanted? 


Continuing that Dearborn Independent edito- 
rial answers all of these questions in one 
paragraph, as follows; é 


“In this field, which is the principal field in 
this day and generation, the United States 
could be of the greatest benefit to Europe, 
but this is precisely the benefit that Europe 
does not want, because in itself it would 
mean the disappearance of that peculiar form 
of inertia and salvery upon which a small 
class maintains a false and shameful superior- 
Sty.” 

Waterloo should be the mecca of tourists who 
are students of civie and community activities, 
Authors who write books should go there for 
some first-hand information, and magazine 
writers could find much fresh material ready 
to be gathered and worked into real stories. 

The big lesson for us all at Waterloo is 
this; We must work out our salvation, and 
the test “‘by their fruits ye shall know them” 
holds as well for churches as for individuals. 

The question that is to be answered is this: 
“What does it profit 2 man to gain the entire 
world and lose his own soul?" And that ques- 
tion is a8 imperative for town, community, 
State, nation and the world as it is for the

sentatives sometimes, often in fact, who failed 
to add to the prestige of the soc'ety It has 
by no means always chosen the right men for 
its deputies on the road shows. To my think- 


ing, this is all important. A cool, level-headed 
ctor, with sense, of which there are many 
und plenty, is indispensable to Equity. as well 
as to his manager, in this capacity. To sum it 
all up quick Equity has sutfered—and is now 
suffer. ng—from a jack of business braing and 
snappy, horse-sense aggressiveness {n its head- 
quarters in New York. It bes some 6f the 


country's foremost actors and actresses on its 
boards, but I can't dope out a elngle hard- 
beaded business Ogure in the bunch—a figure 
that could step into a failing stere and lay a 


finger on the trouble, that could reconstruct 
the executiy sta’ of a foundry or tell a 
banker who lacked poise at eritical moments 
how to find himself. That's what Equ ty 
needs. There are business meen whose contact 
with the theater never got closer than the 
first row back of the orchestra who could do 
the trick. Equity needs one of them. 


“But with all its ponderous, uncertain, un- 
gcainly gait, its cramped Manhattan viewpoint 
on sO Many questions, its unnecessary baring of 
weak spots in its defensive armor, its frequent 


lapse from the sense of perspective, Equity 
has, in some manner, upheld an amazing struc- 
ture that is fundamentally sound It has dis- 
tributed bene! is te its members of incalculable 
value. The mon of real business sense had a 
right to expect to see Equity ‘blow itself out 
of the water a score of times, but some- 


how it survived. Equity is the only institution 
that has proved that actors can organize and 
protect themselves. Its members were once in 
almost—not quite—as bad a shape as the vaude- 
ville actors now are. Equity has made them 


self-respecting and made managers respect 
Equity. Strke talk is a way the P. M. A. 
members have of amusing themselves A pro- 
ducing manager hates to lose a dollar worse 
than his lowest-priced actor, becanse the man- 
ager .6 a business man. He is not goin 
to allow any hurt pride to knock him out o 
a centime. He and his crowd are going to sign 


up for Equity Shop in plenty of time to get 
shows out as usual. Equity is the only party 
to the controversy that is worried. e man- 
agers have had the whole thing labeled and in- 
dexed for a long time and they know they 
are going to decorate the dotted Yne. But 
they are faster talkers and have more business 


brains in a second than Equity aag b&b thirty 
days and they are having some fun. he mana- 
gers have learned a lot about what the labor 


federation can do, because it has done someth ng 
to most of them, and they know Equity has 
the powerful labor elub in its fist. 

“Referring again to art and the managers. 
This art talk is really good. Formerly I had 
many a little run-in with the labor fellows, 
altho we never became enemies. But I never 
knew one of them to steal any of the art from 
my actors. lLI've had them try it when the 
stage carpenter played a minor role in a play, 
but he never successfully ‘bogged the show’. 
If union stage hands are inefficient, if union 
teamsters don't know how to get the show to 
the theater, if union carpenters don’t know 
how to saw a board in two parts and do it 
right: then actors should have shed their 
art thru labor union contamination during the 
four years that they have been a part of its 
structure. Again Equity needs a business ad- 
ministrator in New York to keep Equity from 
making too many concessions to the managers !f 
for nothing else."

when attendance at theaters thruout the eoun- 


try usually falls off somewhat, an increase of 
approximately fifteen per cent over the same 
months of 1922 eccurred, $61,000,000 being 


recorded for the former month and $66,000,000 
the latter month of last year. 

January leads the twelve months of the 
period survered vith a gross of $76,000,000 in 
theater receiptsefor that month. But $68,000,. 
900 was spent in January of the former year. 
The last three months of the year—October, 
November and Deeember—hovered close to the 


seventy-millio® mark, the first-named and the 
last-named month having maintained this 
level, with November dropping down to 
$68,000,000. 


The amounts in millions for each month durin 
1928 are: January, 76; February, 59; March, 67; 
April, 61; May, 66; June, 63; July, 51; August, 


titi; September, 49; October, 70; November, 
an@ December, 76. 

The amounts in millions the year before 
(1922) are: Jonvary, 68: February, 59: March, 
63; April, 54: May, SS; June, 55; July, 46; 
August, 47; September. 48; October, 54; No- 
vember, 55, and December, 36. 


About 20 per cent of the total amount spent 
in the theaters in the United States is spent 
in New York State alone, according to the 


annual report of the Department of Internal 
Revenue, issned last fall for the fiscal year 
ending June 30. 1923, which showed that that 


percentage in admission tax was turned over to 
the Government for that period. 

In that report $70.175.147.11 in admissions 
tax was remitted to UTnele Sam by the thea-
